Marshal.Coxwell immediately saw Cooper, 
who asked for time in which to arrange 
the matter, if possible, and the marshal 
permitted hint to stay at his brother's 
house. On February 3 the sheriff of Up- 
son county arrived on the scené and in 
company with the marshal went out to 
Cooper's brother's house and placed him 
under arrest, bringing him back to Rey- 
nolds. The marshal formally turned the 
prisoner over to the sheriff, who gave him 
a receipt. 

Later, at 2 o'clock in the afternoon, 
Marshal Coxwell saw the sheriff in Rey- 
nolds and the latter asked him to take 
charge of the prisoner for him a mo- 
ment, as he understood that he was 
wanted at the telephone, parties in Thom- 
aston wishing to speak to him. The 
marshal took temporary charge of the 
prisoner and while awaiting the return 
of the prisoner a writ of habeas corpus 
was served upon him, as the custodian of 
the prisoner, directing him to produce Mr. 
Cooper before the ordinary of Taylor 
county at Butler on February 6. 

When the sheriff returned to the foom— 
the report that he had beeh wanted at 
the long distance ‘phone having turned 
out, curfously enough, to have been a 
false alarm—the marshal showed him the 
papers that had been served )upon him. 
The sheriff took the position that the 
prisoner was in his custody, and not Cox- 
well’s, the marshal having been given a 
receipt for him, and announced his in- 
tention of leaving for Thomaston on the 
next train. At the train a county bailiff 
appeartd and demanded possession of the 
prisoner. The sheriff insisted that the 
prisoner belonged to him—and being the 
larger man of the two, his contention pre- 
vailed. 

An attachment was then issued 
against Marshall Coxwell, charging him 
with being in contempt of court, and 
he was arraigned before Ordinary Da- 
vant, at Butler, on February 5—he be- 
ing charged with failure to produce the 
body of the prisoner in court Febru- 
ary 6. Of course, it was admitted, even 
by the defendant, that there was no 
likelihood of having Cooper on hand on 
the 6th, the sheriff of Upson county 
having carried him to Thomaston. 

When the case was ready for trial, 
Marshal Coxwell states that it was im- 
possible for him to obtain lawyers to 
represent him, the other side having 
engaged al] the lawyers in Butler who 
desired to take part in the case. He 
also alleges that he was not given oppor- 
tunity of getting his witnesses to the 
scene. He was adjudged in contempt 
of court, although he said he meant 
no tontempt, as he considered that the 
prisoner was really not in his charge 
at the. time the papers were served, he 
being guarding him just momentarily for 
the sheriff. The marshal: was sent to 
jai} at Macon, the Butler county jail 
being in an insanitary condition, the 
judgment of the court being that he 
remain there until he produce the pris-

Macon, and Attdrney Tisinger, of Thom- 
aston, to represent him, and they swore 
out a writ of habeas corpus before 
Judge Hodges, of the city court of Ma- 
con. Upon the hearing of the writ, the 
marshal was discharged. Attorneys O. 
M. Colbert and R. 8S. Foy represented 
the Taylor county authorities in the 
hearing. 

On February 15, another attachment 
against Coxwell was issued by Ordinar’ 
Davant, upon petition of Attorneys Col- 
bert and Foy, representing Cooper, who 
had, in the meantime, given bond and 
been released. This second contempt 
case was then tried by the ordinary 
two days ago. Attorney Bayne was on 
hand to represeng the marshal. The 
were practically the same as 
those set forth in the origina] contempt 
proceeding. The ordinary adjudged the 
marsha? guilty of contempt, but said 
he would discharge him upon the pay- 
ment of the costs of the case. 

Marshal Coxwell paid the costs and 
was released.

Curtailing Tobacco Crop. 

Reports received from some of the east- 
érn counties -which for the past ten 
years have gone so largely into to- 
bacco-growing are to the effect that the 
Teduction of acreage will run all the 
way from 50 per cent to 75 per cent. 
The largest tobacco-grower in the state 
is In Pitt county, and he will reduce his 
acreage, at least, one-half. The price of 
tobacco is now much higher than it 
Was two or three months ago and the 
American Tobacco Company sees very 
plainly that unless the farmers get 
some encouragement there will be a very 
eerious stoppage of tobacco growing, and 
8 prices are being put up, but it comes 
too late it seems. 

Progress of New Railroad. 

The Raleigh and Pamlico Sound rail- 
way, which has !00 convicts at work 
grading near Maleigh, has arranged for 
securing all the funds needed to com- 
plete its line.

FOR MAIL ORDERS 


Senator Clay Proposes a Sub- 
slilute for Postage Stamps 


Would Be a Benefit Not Only to the 
Postoffice Department, But Zs- 
pecially to the Public—Pro- 
visions of the Séna- 
tor’s Bill.

Washington, D. C., February 27.—(Spe- 
cial).—Senator Clay has introduced a Dill 
which will be of special interest to the 
Many merchants and business concerns 
throughout the country doing a mail order 
business. This provides for the issuance 
of postage stamp certificates to Be used 
as remittances, in lieu of postage stamps, 
now commonly employed in the payment 
of small accounts. 


ases’’ setting forth thet ‘‘while there 
aré many economical methods by whfch 
sums Of money of more’ than one dollar 
can be sent in the mails; that is by 
check, draft or money order; and where- 
as, On the contrary, there is no economi- 
cal method by which an amount of’ one 
dollar or leSs can be sent in the mails, 
the common practice being to send such 
amounts in postage stamps, generally felt 
to be an inconvenient and unsafe method; 
therefore, for the purpose of providing a 
convenient way, suitable alike to the 
public and the postoffice department, it 
is provided’ that the postmaster gen- 
eral be empowered to — issue postage 
stamp certificates in denominations of! one 
cent, two cents, three cents, four cents, 
five cents, ten cents, twenty-five cents 
and fifty cents. These certificates to 
no larger than two and a half by four 
inches, and to be suitably printed and 
engraved at the government bureay otf 
engraving and printing.” 

These certificates are to be. placed on 
sale at their face value at every postftice 
and station thereof in the country. 

It is provided that they shall be payable 
omy to one of the two Parties whose 
names are endorsed on the reverse side; 
that when presented at a postoffice or 
Station they shall be exchangable far 
stamps to the. amount of their face 
Value, or that, when in sums of even 
dollars, they shall be redeemable in cur- 
rency at a discount of | pér cent for 
each full dollar represented by the cere 
tificates, 

The remaining sections of the bil] con. 
tain regulations for the issuance of the 
certificates to the postmasters throughout 
the country, and the method of account- 
ing for them; and the postmaster gener- 
al is given general authority to promu}- 
gate such rules and regulations as will 
give full and complete effect to the pro- 
visions of the bill. 

The bill hag been referred to the sen- 
ate committee on postoffice and post- 
roads, of which Senator Clay is a Mem- 
ber, and he will use his best efforts to- 
ward securing @ favorable report upon it.

NO WAR ON NAVY 
BY DEMOCRATS 


Their Attitude on the Bill In- 
spired by Economy, 


But the Republican Leaders Wielded 
the Party Lash and Rejected 
All Amendments — Carter 
Tate’s Move for Economy 
Was Defeated.

Washington, February 27.—(Spectal.)— 
Members of congress who felt impelled 
to raise their voilcem and cast thelr votes 
against what they consider a too elabo- 
rate naval appropriation at this time, 
or who saw fit to oppose some of the 
minor features of the programme Sup- 
ported by the majority of the house 
naval affairs committee, _run the risk 
of having their position not only miscon- 
strued but deliberately misrepresented, 
There can be no question that the pres- 
ent, with the war tocsin of the Orient 
sounding in the ears of the people, is a 
peculiarly auspicious time for those who 
seck to ride rough-shod over the minor- 
ity, and they ‘are taking full advantage 
of the opportunity. Every effort in 
the interest of economy, éven when that 
looks clearly *’and certainly to the wel- 
fare of the government and can in no 


is decried in terms that scafrcely stop 
short of treason charges. 

And yet a careful study of some of the 
efforts to change the naval] bill which 
was under consideration in the house dur- 
ing this week shows that they are in- 
spired solely by a desire to see the bus- 
iness of the government carried on as 
economically as possible but with no 
desire whatsoever to hamper it. 


Leaders Fought Tate Amendment. 
The power of the party lashas wielded 


ter illustrated than in. the matter of 
an amendment proposed by Mr. Tate, the 
Georgia member of the naval commit- 
tee. In the preliminary work of mak- 
ing up the bfll, which consumed practi- 
cally all of the time of the membérs of 
the committee from the beginning of the 
session, Mr. Tate and his associates on 
the democratic side succeeded in having 
incorporated a provision looking to the 
consolidation of the several power plants 
at each of the navy yards and ‘stations, 
some of the republican members of the 
committee joining with them. When 
the committee made its tour of investiga- 
tion of the different yards and stations 
last summer, the members were impress- 
ed with the fact that there is a con- 
stant duplication of work in a way that 
attaches much unnecessary expenge upon 
the government. The administration of 
affairs in these yards and stations, ag in 
the navy department, is in the hands of 
the different buireaus—the vbureau of 
steam engineering, the bureau of con- 
sAruction, the bureau of ordnance, the 
bureau of equipment and the bureau of 
yards and docks—each in a sense work- 
ing entirely independent of the others. 
As a rule, each of these bureaus has had 
its own power plant. The dictates of 
good business sense on the part of those 
supposed to look chiefly to the inter- 
ests of the government as an entity 
pointed so clearly to the heavy extra 
expense involved in a variety of power 


plants, as compared with one big plant

Wanted Bureaus Consolidated. 

But the democratic members sought 
to go farther. -They endeavored to have 
inserted in the bill a provision giving 
to the secretary of the navy authority 
to consdlidate any or all of the bureaus 
at the different yards and stations, 
should he see fit. This was so mani- 
festly good business sense that they 
thought some, at lease, of the republl- 
can members would join with them; Dut 
the naval bureaucracy scented in it 
curtailment of their power, and as usual 
the bureaucrats were able to control the 
majority. 

Mr. Tate carried the fight in the house 
and came within one vote of carrying it 
through. On the count by tellers, the 
bill then being considered in the com- 
mittee of the whole, it looked as if the 
Georgian’s amendment had carried, Mr. 
Tate and Mr. Foss, chairman of the com- 
mittee, were the tellers; and for the 
first time in many a day there was & 
dispute as to the count. Mr. Tate made 
it 10! for hig amendment to 99 against, 
while Mr. Foss was certain it stood a 
tle—i100 to 100. A further count was 
ordered, and the republican whips were 
gent scurrying through the capito] after 
members who were in the cloak rooms 
or committee rooms, while some of the 
democrats without waiting to hear the 
result of the first count left. On the 
néxt count, Mr. Foss was able to mus- 
ter six more votes than Mr. Tate. Many 
of the republicans said afterwards they 
thought Mr. Tate’s amendment should 
have been adopted, but they had to stand 
by the majority of the committee, Te- 
gardless of the interests of the g0v- 
ernment. 

The pravision which Mr. Tdte and his 
“ssociates sought to have incorporated 
in the bill was this: 


“The gecretary of the navy is hereby 
authorized, in his discretion, to consoli- 
date any or all of the several plants, 
shops and works of the several bureaus 
in the several navy yards and stations 
at each navy yard and station. To the 
above end all such plants, shops and 
works may be transferred from one bu- 
reau to another, or all the several bu- 
reaus at the several navy yards may be 
consoHdated into one central bureau at 
each navy yard and station, and all ap- 
propriations heretofore made for any Du- 
reau is hereby reappropriated, and made 
available for the consolidation of the bu- 
reaus herein provided for.”’ 


Would Save Five Millions Annually. 

In supporting his amendment Mr. Tate 
said the consolidation of the power 
plants alone would certainly save to the 
government as much as $250,000 a year, 
while he estimated that if the legislation 
he proposed should become effective, the 
government would be saved at least 
$5,000,000 a year. ‘“What good business 
feason,” he asked in the course of his 
speech explaining the purpose of his 
proposition, ‘‘can there be for the estab- 
lishment under each of the five bureaus 
at the same navy yard or station of @ 
separate power plant, machine shop, 
bla}ksmith shop, foundry, paint shop and 
so forth? Why not simplify this work 
by having one central power plant, one 
central Machine shop, one central foun- 
dry, one central blacksmith shop, one 
central paint shop in éach of our navy 
yards? This consolidation is in the in- 
terest of economy, harmony and good 
service. The present bureau system is 
cumbersome, extravagant and productive 
of friction among our Officers. No pri- 
vate business concern would De carried 
on for one day under the present waste- 
ful bureau system new in force in our 
navy yards. In this bureau system we 
have too much division of authority, too 
many chiefs that seem to show more in- 
terest in enlarging the jurisdiction of 
their bureaus and in extending their au- 
thority than in the economical adminis- 
tration of our navy yards. The propo- 
sition to consolidate the power plants is 
an admission that we should also consoli- 
date the other plants and shops and 
thereby save the unnecessary expense of 
duplication that is now costing this coun- 
try in every one of our navy yards at 
least 25 per cent and In my opinion One- 
third more than it would cost under the 
consolidation I propose.’’ 

Lame Reasons for Opposition. 

Chairman Foss and his right hand Man, 
Mr. Dayton, opposed the Tate amend- 
ment, @fving no g00d reason _ in 
Support of Meir opposition, Dut 
only saying that in thelr  opin- 
ion fie committee should look into 
the matter more closely before taking 
the step proposed. When it was rubbed 
in on them that the democrats wefe per- 
fectly willing to put this power in the 
hands of the secretary of the navy, but 
the rebpublicans did not seem willing, 
ail Mr. Foss could say was: “I do not 
know that there is any particular objec- 
thon one way or the other, except that 
before going into this matter we should 
like to investigate it. I think the com- 
mittee ought to investigate—we have not 
done s0—to see whether this measure 
Would be wise or not.’’ 

And yet it is for advocating just this 
Rind of sensible Dusiness economy that

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SUFFRAGE LAW 
rOW THE COURTS 


Congress Won't Pass on Elec- 
lion Statutes of South 


That Precedent Established in Pass 
ing on the Contest Case of Dantz- 
Ter v. Lener, from the Co- 
lumbia, 8. C., Dis- 
trict.

Washington, February 27.—(Special.)— 
In passing wpon the contest case of 
Dantzler. vy. Lever, involving representa- 
tion from the Columbia district, house 
elections committee No. | refused to take 
into consideration the constitutional 
questions which the attorneys for the 
contestant raised. 

This means that other contests, which 
have no other basis than the claim that 
the election laws or constitutions of 
southern states contravene the constitu- 
tion of the United States, will result in 
favor of the skKting member. Certainly 
this will be the case if the present pre- 
cedent is followed, unti] the supreme 
court of the United States passes upon 
these constitut#Onal questions and’ puts 
a quietus upon agitation, 

Belongs to Supreme Court. 

The committee in its report virtually 
says that the issues attempted to be 
made before it belong properly to the 
@upreme court. It holds: 

“If the house should unseat the con- 
testee on the ground that no valid elec- 
tion was held, or could be held in the 
district under the present constitution 
and election laws of South Carolina, a 
similar construction would require the 
houge, in case of contest, to unseat all 
the memberg from South Caroling and 
from most of the other southern states, 
and that new electiong could not be held 
to fill the vacancies yntil the respective 
constitutions of these Wateg had been 
changed so as to comply with the recon- 
struction acts, The question, therefore, 
igs one of far-reaching importance. It in- 
volves in its outcome the right of a very 
large number of memberg of the house 
to their seats. But the decision woulda 
have no binding effect upon South Car- 
oling except in this particular case. 

“A legislatiea body is not the ideal 
body to pass judicially upon enactments 
of other bodies, We have in this coun- 
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try a proper form for thé decision of 
constitutional and other legal questions.

the key to the whole situation, and that 
the street railway company, which has 
been kept completely in the background, 
is the center of the fight and the in- 
terest which it has been sought to pro- 
tect. The afternoon paper which has 
been the most vehement advocate of the 
viaduct and has been the spokesman of 
those who have imposed the most strin- 
gent conditions upon the city and the 
railroads, has not mentioned the posst- 
bility of the street car company using 
the viaduct and has not figured upon 
the street railroad being a factor that 
might possibly lessen’ the cost of the 
viaduct to the city by coming forward 
with its proportion of the cost. That 
all these facts were known to The Jour- 
nal {s, of course, apparent, for its pres- 
ident is the general counsel of tho etreet 
raflway corporation. 

And now this question is being asked: 

Did The Atlanta Journal] create all this 
agitation in order to break up all ne- 
gotiations because the effort to throw 
the entire cost of the viaduct upon the 
railroads had falled and it was feared 
that the street railway company would 
be called upon to contribute something 
toward the construction of the viaduct 
in return for the valuable franchise it 
would receive? With the whole plan 
disrupted there could not be any possible 
danger of the street railway interests 
being asked to contribute to the expense 
of constructing or maintaining the 
bridge.

“The Louisvilie and Nashville is bring- 
ing an entirely new line of,railroad into 
Atlanta, from Cincinnati, and tnis mo- 
mentous fact should make it clear that 
considerable enlargement over the pres- 
ent terminals, which are already occu- 
pled by tue Atlanta and West Point and 
Georgia railroad, is necessary. Then, 
the only land available was Waverly 
Place—one city block in lengtn, and the 
most dormant thoroughfare in Atlanta. 
The railroad wanted to shift this street 
30 feet south, and asked the city for a 
grant of the strip of 30 feet of land 
thus gained, ; 

“Other proposals fh regard to the elim- 
ination of grad@ crossings, etc., the ex- 
pense being equitably apportioned be- 
tween city and railroad, were included, 
but the Waverly Place grant was the 
important point. And the city would 


not agree. 


Of ‘course Atlanta will get the new line 
to Cincinnati regardiess of all this andits 
toming is tantamount in benefit to the 
city to @ny railroad or industrial de- 
velopment that has occurred within the 
last 15 years, but the welcome, judged 
by the above denouement, which the 
city throws about this distinct advance 
of its commercial importance is by no 
means munificent. 

‘There is perhaps a significance in the 
present movemeénts of the Louisville and 
Nashville beyond the mere laying of its 
rails into Atlanta and the building of a 
freight depot. There is the Louisville 
and Nashville, the Atlantic Coast Line, 
the Georgia railroad, and the Atlanta and 
West Point and the Nashville, Chattanoo- 
ga and St. Louis, all under the same con- 
trol or ownership, and with traffic inter- 
ests closely allied. With the Louisville 
and Nashville completed and the through 
trains of the Coast Line coming into the 
city, Atlanta will be the one point in all 
the territory covered, where all of these 
lines meet; in a word, the center of this 
great transportation system. 

“The traffic managements of these 
several companies are separate and the 
probability of Atlanta being made the 
headquarters of the entire system is ex- 
ceedingly remote, it is true; but it is the 
opinion of this paper that there is an !m- 
mediate probability of the executive and 
general offices of the Louisville and 
Nashville being moved to Atlanta, and if 
this be done, who knows what may fol- 
low? And the matter can be determined 
by a whim. It will not be done, if the 
hand of municipal hospitality be with- 
drawn. Atlanta has on more than One 
occasion given three times as much -as 
the Louisville and Nashville asks for to 
bring new railroads in. 

‘We think the city now has the oppor- 
tunity (dif it has not passed by) to make 
the stroke that will forever settle the 
question of her supremacy among the 
southern cities of the future. By making 
of herself the greatest railroad center, 
she can do this, but without the cooper- 
ation of railroads, there are several cities 
in the south either of which might even- 
tually claim the place. It is a juncture 
at which we think it very unfortunate for 
the city to be caviling about a few feet 
of land, and it is to be hoped: the matter 
will be reopened with the Louisville and 
Nashville with a different result.” 


OFFICERS ADDRESS PRESS. 


Messrs. Jones and Cooper Tell of 
Visit to The Journal 
Office. 


The following communication was 
handed yesterday to each of the three 
Atlanta newspap*rs. It is addressed “To 
the Press of Atlanta,’’ and, as wil] be 
observed, it deals with the visit of Acting 
President Sam D. Jones and Secretary 
W. G. Cooper, of the chamber of com- 
merce, to The Journal] office to ascertain 
just where that paper stood in the mat- 
ter of the proposed arbitration of the 
chamber of commerce. As stated in the 
card, the article in Thursday’s Journal 
“was calculated to handicap’’ the effort 
to bring about reconsideration, and the 
chamber of commerce committee wanted 
to find out the meaning. of The Journal's 
expression of the day before, that the 
plan to have the chamber of commerce 
arbitrate was ‘‘a movement in the inter- 
est of the railroads.”’ 

With this unpalatable insinuation, and 
struck with the “handicap” of The Jour- 
nal’s expressed attitude, the committee 
wanted a statement and its visit is ex- 
plained as follows: 

“Atlanta, Ga., February 27, 1904.—To 
the Press of Atlanta: Since the begin- 
ning of our efforts to do something to- 
ward the settlement of the questions at 
issue between the city, the railroads and 
the WasMngton street residents, we have 
tried to keep out of the newspapers, and 
especially to avold any connection with 
the unfortunate controversies between 
them on this subject. 

“As it appears that our visit to The 
Journal office yesterday has become the 
subject of articles calculated to further 
aggravate the controversy between the 
newspapers, we desire, in justice to all 
concerned, to rectte briefly the facts con- 
cerning that incident. 

“We felt that the article In Thursday: 
Journal was calculated to handicap us 
in our work, and decided to see Mr, Gray 
and find out his attitude toward us. Hav- 
ing been courteously received, we. saia 
to him that it would be hard for us to 
accomplish anything without the cooper- 
ation of the newspapers, and had called 
to ascertain what nis disposition was. 
We stated that we had no connection 
with the railroads and felt that his ¢r- 
ticle of Thursday was calculated to put 
us under suspicion and make the parties 
relucatnt to treat with us. 

“Mr. Gray assured us that he did not 
mean to impugn our motives and was 
ready to help us. As evidénce of this, he 
produced the proof of an editorial, al- 
ready in type, which called on the cham- 
ber of commerce to act in this matter. 
We made no suggestion concerning the 
editorial, but expressed Our gratification 
at his cordial expressions and offer of 
active cooperation. 

“The conversation then turned upon 
the detail of our work as mediators and 
most of our talk was on that subject. 

"We feel that the work we have in 
hand is not for the public press at this 
time, and we have in every way avoided 
the reporters. We need and are glad 
to have the support of all the paperr, 
and think they would serve the public 
interest best if they wordd instruct their 
reporters to give us a rest until we have 
something definite to report.

MEMBERS OF COMMITTEE 
WANT AN EARLY PRIMARY 


State Executive Committee Will Gather Here To- 
morrow To Arrange for This Year's 
Business. 


HERE is little doubt that there will 

be an early primary this year; in 

fact, it will probably be earlier than 
has been held for a good many years 
past. The primary four years ago was 
held May 15, and that was considered 
unusually early. This year, however, 
the indications are that it will be fixed 
about May 3 to 5 if indeed it ls not put 
in the latter part of April. 

Of course, this cannot be stated with 
definite certainty, but that is the way 
things look, judging from the replies 
which have been recelved from members 
of the state democratic executive com- 
mittee in response to Interrogations as 
to their views of the matter. 

The committee has been called dy 
Chairman E. T. Brown to meet at I! 
o’cloek tomorrow morning at the Pied- 
mont hotel. The meeting will be held 
in the convention hall. Despite the fact 
that there is no special excitement this 
year, it is said there will be a pretty 
full meeting of the committee, and those 
who are not here will, of course, be rep- 
resented by proxy. Proxies of members 
of the committee will be held by well 
known politicians from various sections 
of the state, and a tall events the meet- 
ing will be an interegting one. While 
the meeting does nof take place until 
tomorrow morning it is expected that 
quite a number of members of the com- 
mittee will arrive today. 

Chairman Brown has been out of the 
city for several days past in Washing- 
ton, but is expected home this after- 
noon. 

This year no objection has been raised 
in any quarter to an early primary, due 
in great part, no doubt, to the fact that 
there is little opposition to the incumbents 
in the state house who are standing for 
reelection. There are two candidates for 
the office of prison commissioner, and 
two of the justices of the supreme court 
have opposition, but outside of these 
there is no contest for any of the State 
offices, and the quicker the primary is 
held and over with, and the matter settled 
for two more years, the better satisfied 
the incumbents will be. Not that the 
incumbents are fearing any opposition 
at this time, but there ts always a feel- 
ing of satisfaction over a matter that 
is finally settled, even when there is 
practically no doubt about the result. 


An Early Convention, Too. 

It is customary to fix the date for the 
state convention about a month after the 
primary, so it is quite probable that the 
convention this year will be held along 
about June !. By putting it at this 
time it will be possible to avoid the ne- 
cessity of holding two conventions, as 
the state convention this year will have 
the double duty of looking after both 
state and national matters. 

The work of fixing the date of the pri- 
mary and.of the state convention, cou- 


pled with the passage of the usual reso-' 


lutions providing rules and regulations 


for the primary will constitute practical- 


ly all of: the work the state executive 
committee will have to do at its session 
tomorrow. That, indeed, is the only rou- 
tine work, but there is no doubt there 
will be a good deal of quiet discussion of 
the situation in several respects, and po- 
litical gossip will fill the air. For in- 
stance, there is a desire on the part of 
several well known Georgians to go to 
St. Louls as delegates from the State at 
large to the national democratic conven- 
tion. Some, if not all, of these will be 
here with a view to learning what the 
situation i@°in various sections of the 
state.

work to do, because it will have to se- 
lect delegates to the national convention 
and nominate electors for president and 
vice president, in addition to the usual 
work of nominating state house Officers, 
supreme court and superior court judges, 
in accordance with the instructions given 
at the primary and naming a new State 
executive committee to serve for the en- 
Suing two years. 

Hon. M. J. Yeomans, of Dawson, is so

IRMINGHAM, AT.A., February 27.

The Pittsburg and Southern Coa! and 
Iron Company, recently incorporated with 
a capital of $300,000, has acquired ore 
and coa] properties near this city, esti- 
mated to contain 40,000,000 tons of ore 
and 30,000,000 tons of coal. M. Bos- 
worth, former secretary of the Henry C., 
Fricke Coke Company, is the president 
of the new corporation, and lends in- 
terest to the report circulated that {t willl 
be developed in steel making. 
Pittsburg capital is at the head of the 
concern and gives confidence here in the 
future of this district as a competitor 
with the Smoky City... It has been given 
out by the consolidation movement 
that only the three companies, the Ten- 
nessee Coa! and Iron, the Sloss Sheffield. 
who control 85 per cent of minerals, and 
the Republic, have been invited into con- 
solidation and for thé present no others 
will be considered or invited into the 
consolidation. This gives hope to the

Increased Coal Output. 


The coal mines of the Alabama Steel 
and Wire Company, at the Virginia 
mines, are making a larger output of 
coal than any time in {ts history, making 
now an average of 350 tons per day. 
They have a new battery of one hundred 
coke ovens just completed, making at 
that point two hundred coke ovens. 

A big phosphate plant has been in- 
corporated at Montgomery with a capl- 
tal of $450,000, and work will begin 
at once on the construction of the plant 
in North Montgomery. The stockholders 
are alj prominent phosphate manufac- 
tures of Columbia, Tenn., whose large 
tracts of phosphate lands are arounu in 
that district. This move has been made 
to supply the increased demand for fer- 
tillzers in this state, and will prove a 
great success. The plant will give em- 
ployment to two hundred men. 

A syndicate of Iowa, Illinois and Ar- 
kansas capitalists have purchased at 
Yellow Pine, Ala., 40 miles of railroad 
and 60,000 acres of land, which they pro- 
pose to colonize with northwestern farm- 
ers as fast as they cut the timber. 

The Southern railway and the Mobile 
and Ohio railroad are said to be interest- 
ed in the colonization scheme. 


Gadsden Car Plant Shut Down. 


The local plant of the Southern Car and 


Foundry Company at Gadsden, Ala., 
closed down a few days ago for want 
of orders for work, but was not unex- 
pected as the employees had been noti- 
fled beforehand that such action would be 
taken unless additional orders were -re- 
ceived. The receivers of the company 
have contracts for a few cars and they 
will be filled by the works at Anniston. 
Captain J. M. Elliott, Jr., is the owner 
of the Anniston plant after April |, when 
present lease expires. He will take charge 
of the plant and continue to run {ft 
Ensley To Fire Up. 

At Ensley, Birmingham's manufacturs« 
ing suburb, every indication points to a 
resumption of the industries there. Ru- 
mors are rife that the wire and rod mill 
will resume operations on the {5th of 
next month, and as the mill is in good 
condition, the machinery having been 
carefully looked after, it will not take 
longer than a week or ten days to have 
the plant going at its full capacity. Fur- 
nace No. 6, which has been out of blast 
for repairs, it is confidently believed, will 
be blown in by the Ist of March. 

News comes from every part of thse

year. 


Dearth of Farm Laborers. 

The largest crop of cotton will be 
planted in the state's history and will!

crossties alone.

Berlin, February 27.—A high Prussian 
Official explains the riots tn the German 
colonies as the result of the law that 
prohibits German masters from giving 
their black servants and laborers more 
than fifteen lashes with the rhinoceros 
whip at one and the same time. He 
thinks they ought to have permission to 
lick the blacks as much as they think 
necessary. 

“When more than fifteen lashes are 
deemed necessary for proper correction, 
one must send his black servant to the 
nearest police station,” says this Pruas- 
sian official. “The black sees his mas- 
ters power curtailed, and becomes inse- 
lent in consequence.”’

Such as ths would not do for these 
days of so mueh education, but they did 
well enaugh once and are sweet reé- 
minders now. But the coming of the birds 
in the springtime is of more importance 
than valentines of any kind, and a study 
of their importance is the thing to im- 
press. I venture that of all the partridges 
hatched last year in 10 miles of any of 
the towns there does not remain a baker's 
dozen to come with the spring. These 
birds and all other kinds of birds are 
destroyed by the hunters without ever a 
thought of their usefulness. Between the 
hunters and the English sparrows there 
will very soon be no birds at all. Al- 
ready there is a howl about the ravages 
of insects, and it is sure to grow worse 
as the birds disappear. The English 
sparrows exterminate other birds by eat- 
ing the eggs. It is curlous that these 
sparrows will eat the eggs of all other 
birds and not of their own tribe. Tenny- 
son sang some sweet words from Eng- 
land about the coming of birds in the 
spring, but I fail to understand how there 
could be other birds in this home of these 
sparrows. Tennyson's verse is good 
enough to remember as creating senti- 
ments in favor of birds: 

‘In the spring a fuller crimson comes 
upon the robin’s breast; 

In the spring the wanton lapwing gets 
himself another crest; 

In the spring a lovelier iris changes on 
the burnished dove; 

in the spring the young man's fancy 

lightly turns to thoughts of love.’’ 

Surely in a few more years of the same 

destruction among bi and there wiil 

be no d6ves nor robins nor lapwings to 

sing of in America. We may put a lit- 

tle too much of this destruction to the 


credit of these English sparrows, and we 


may blame fhe hunters a little too much, 
It may be that our American birds have 
become so imbued with what we call 


quit building nests and the raising of 
young birds. Perhaps the mother birds 
preferred to romp around_.in society, at- 
tending clubs and so ov, till all those 
cravings that birds used to have were 
lost, and so has been lost to the human 
family al] the blessings that were given 
by an abundance of the feathered tribe. 
It takes time and attention to raise baby 
birds, just as it takes to raise human 
babes. I prefer to believe that mother 
birds would not lose those blessed in- 
stincts that so blessed mankind, and so 
I lay the bulk of the blame on the hunt- 
ers and the English sparrows. 

But the young people used to hall the 
coming of St. Valentine day with joy, 
and .I am still willing for them to make 
a joyful time of it. Maurice Thompson 
wrote not so very iong ago some pleasing 
words to remember: 


‘The blue birds will come with the com- 
ing of spring, 

And I feel a new song in,my mouth, 

A song that.my lips are a-hungry to 


sing, 
In the warm dim woods of the south.” 


Besides these pretty sentiments in verse 
that are well to remember, there were 


other pleasures. Young people used to hail 


the coming of the day asa fit day for the 
mating of sweethearts. Just think of a 
young man being, privileged to k:ss the 
first girl that he meets on the morning 
of the day. Of course the girls were not 


caught and kissed by every fellow that 
came along. It was generally understood 


who shou:d meet, and so the kissing was 
mutual and generally wound up in a 
wedding before the year was out. These 
old customs are gone, and these innocent 
privileges are no more; but I doubt if 
there has been any improvement in the 


celebration of the day. It takeg monéy 


now to celebrate the day: The valen- 
tines are not rated now by the senti- 
ments they express .n simple verse, but 
are rated according to their money value. 
The valentines that cost the most are the 
ones that are thought the most of, Even 
those mated as lovers tn these later 
days estimate everything by the dollar 
mark. They sail away to the store and 
represent the sentiments of their hearts 
by the price of the valentine. As for 
me, I had much rather have the simplest 
iittle verse that the culture of the times 
have thorwn away forever. 

There is one varmant that the hunters 
should concentrate théir energy against 
and leave the birds alone. | mean the 
rabbit. There is a lot of fine fru.t trees 
now, and there is hardly any protecting 
them against the rabbits. They are the 
first things on earth to learn just when 
the sap begins to rise, and then they 
skin the trees without mercy. We used 
to wrap the young trees with broom 
straw, and thus protect them, but Mr. 
Rabbit is an athlete now, and swings 
himself up above the straw and “skins 
the cat’’ on the limbs. They laugh now 
at things that used to protect us, kick 
up their heels right in our faces, and 
would as leave spit in a countryman’s 
face as not, The rabbit, though, is super- 
Stitious, and the way to do is to work 
on this superstition. If you will kill a 
rabbit and drag him among the young 
trees, smearing a little blood now and 
then, the rabbit will quit your orchard. 
The same would work as to an English 
pea patch, but a white string can easily 
be strung around a pea patch, and this 
will answer to keep them out. 

The big snow was a sign for good 
crops, and the farmers are all rejoicing. 
They rejoice as they hustle and the boys 
are singing behind the plows, the birds 
are singing in the trees, the trees wil] 
soon begin to bud; so why-~ not all be 
happy and let the springtime flow?

tion. For a year or two every other 


woman one met was crazy on the sub- 
ject of basket making. Although some 
pretty ones were made now and then, 
there were others that caused the soul 
of an artist to cry aloud for the salvation 
of the perpetrators. 

As a rule, the long threads of raffia, a 
species of iong, tough grass which is 
dried and dyed different cOlors, is the 
most popular material with beginners in 
basketry. The simple beauty of the rat- 
tan baskets, which are then burned in 
some big, bold design, have, however, 
been more highly appreciatel by the more 
discriminating. 

Rattan can be bought in hanks, of 
which each piece is several yardg long, 
and comes in three different sizes, the 
largest being about as large around as 
the little finger. The smaller sizes are 
used for work baskets, candy baskets, 
etc., and the largest size for wastepaper 
baskets, babies’ hampers, and soiled 
clothes baskets. 

For a work basket, cut eight pieces of 
rattan .16 inches long, then one piece 
9 inches long. Hold four pieces side 
by side in the left hand and cross these 
at right angles with the remainding four 
pieces. Slip the nine-inch piece between 
the top four, making five pleces on one 
side. This ig in order to have an un- 
even number of “spokes” in the basket 
you are going to make. 

While you have been doing alj this 
have @ long piece of rattan soaking in a 
pan of warm water, so that it will be 
soft and pliable when needed. Take one 
end of this reed that has been soaking 
and twist it first under and then Over 
one of the groups of four, then under the 
next group and over {ge next and so on, 
(See Fig. |.)

the basket is the right size, when each 
spoke is turned up as you come to form 
the sides. It is held in position until 
the weaving will hold it firmly in place. 
When the end of a weaver is reached 
leave about 2 inches, which must be 
run straight down into the basket beside 
one of the “spokes” and another weaver, 
that has been soaking, is run the same 
way on the other side of the “spoke,” 
then proceed as before. 

When the basket is finished it is 
“whipped over’ On the edge with a 
piece of the rattan just as a raw seam 
is whipped in sewing. 

The design is then drawn on with char- 
coal or chalk and the background burnéd 
to bring out the design. 

When a latger basket ig to be made 
the number of “spokes” and the length 
are increased, and the same plan followed 
as in the small baskets. Bands of co}- 
ored plaited raffia can be used to give 
variety if the softest greens, dul] reds 
and blues are used.

UF Tht COUNTY 


Wants To Borrow Convicts To 
Build New Reservoir 


Important Work of Increasing the 
Water Supply of Atlanta Is Be- 
coming More Necessary Every 
Day, and Arrangements 
Are Made To Begin It. 


For the purpose of requesting the as- 
sistance of Fulton county in grading for 
the new reservoir of the Atlanta water- 
works department a joint committee 
from council and the water commiss.:on- 
ers will appear before the board of coun- 
ty commissioners during the next ses- 
sion. 

It is believed that the county commis- 
sioners wil] assist In the work as they 
realize as much as does any one who ts 
connected with the municipal govern- 
ment the necessity for completing this 
work as soon as possible. 

It is understood that the county will be 
asked to lend 100 convicts to the city. 
These men will be employed in dong 
the heavy grading for the site. They 
will be maintained by the city, while 
this work is being done. 

Following are the members of council 
who will make the request of the county 
commissioners: 

Councilman E, C. Peters, Alderman 
John H, Harwell and Councilman E V. 
Carter. 

The committee from the board of water 
commissioners consists of Commissioner 
J. Wylie. Pope, Commissioner M. M. 
Welsh, Commissioner A. L, Curtis, Pres- 
ident Frank P. Rice and General Mana- 
ger Park Woodward. 

The construction of the new wafer- 
works reservoir is no longer a mere 
measure of protection for the future. It 
is an immed:ate necessity and failure to 
construct it may result at any time in 


lone of the serious conflagrations that 


have injured other cities. , 

The supply of water in the present 
reservoir of the waterworks department 
is supposed to be 170,000,000 gallons. 
As a matter of fact there !s less ¢han 
100,000,000 gallons of available water in 
the reservotlr. 

Small Supply of Water. 

The supply of water in the reservoir js 
supposed to supply Atlanta for ten days, 
As a matter of fact there !s only enough 
Water to give a filtered supply for seven 
days. After supplying water for seven 
days from the present reservoir it {gs 
necessary to discontinue the use of the 
filters and pump muddy water Into the 
city for three days. It is for this rea- 
s0n that muddy water Is now sometimes 
furnished the city. 

There are two causes for this ‘condition 
and two reasons why the conditions will 
continue to grow worse. One is that the 
population of Atlanta is constantly a 
creasing and every year greater deman 
are made upon the water works sys- 


tem. As the pumpage from the reser- 
voir increases the length of the supply 
decreases. The other cauSe is the grad- 
ual filling up of the reservoir by sedi- 
mentation, The water that Is pumped 
from the Chattahoochee is very muddy. 
After being forced through the big main 
on Chattahoochee avenue it is supposed 
to stand jn the reservoir for several days. 
This permits the sand and mud to fall 
slowly to the bottom of the reservoir, 
thus aiding in the work of filteration. The 
years that this sedimentation has been 
in progress have naturally decreased the 
capacity of the reservoir, and it will con- 
tinue to decrease it until the bottom 
of the reservoir has been: cleaned and 
the deposits of years carted away. 

It is now impossible to clean the reser- 
voir because the emptying of it woulda 
mean the cutting off of the water sup- 
ply of Atlanta entirely, a manifest im- 
practicability. 

Realizing the conditions that prevailed 
the city council has purchased for the 
water works department a site gor a 
new reservoir. It immediately adjoins 
the present reservoir, being separated 
only by Chattahoochee avenue. It is a 
natura] basin and yery little heavy grad- 
ing will be required to make it fit for 
use, 


New Large Reservoir. 


The area of the new reservoir will be 30 
acres and its actual capacity will ‘be 
about 300,000,000 gallons, of which 100,- 
000,000 gallons will probably be dead 
water. These 200,000,000 gallons and the 
100,000,000 gallons of tive water in the 
present reservoir will give Atlanta 300,- 
000,000 gallons of water to draw from 
and will increase the length of the sup- 
ply from ten to thirty days, whieh would 
be a ‘sufficient length of time to re 
pair any ordinary break in the machinery 
of the water wornas Uveperement 

The cost of constructing the new reser- 
voir has been estimated by Captain R. 
M. Clayton, the chief enginer of At- 
lanta. He estimates the cost of the em- 
bankment at $38,051.84, the puddle wall 
at $10,953.49 and the riprap at $9,637.65, 
making a tota)] cost of $58,642.98 

The puddle wall is the solid wall of clay 
that is put in the center of the dam to 
prevent the crawfish from making holes 
in the embankment, and the riprap is 
the lining of stones and sand at the 
water line On the embankment to pre- 
vent the washing of the dam. 

This is the work in which the county 
commissioners will be asked to assist 
by lending the municipality a sufficient 
number of convicts. It is believed that 
the commissioners will be willing to join 
“i city in furnishing a better water éup- 
ply.

trect Wesleyan Hospital, 


To 


Institution Will Be Located in At- 
lanta and Will Include a Train- 
ing School for Nurses. 

Site Has Not Yet Been 
Selected. 


By filing an application for a charter 
for the Wesleyan Memorial hospital with 
Clerk Arnold Broyles, of the superior 
court, yesterday, the Methodists of Geor- 
gia have taken definite action in the 
matter of establishing a large charity 
hospital and training school for nurses 
In the center of the city to be run in 
conjunction with the Wesleyan taber- 
nacla, 

The application for a charter filed with 
Clerk Broyles yesterday is made by such 
well known Methodists as Bishop War- 
ren A. Candler, Geerge Winship, Rev. M. 
J. Cofer, Colonel H. Warner Hill, Dr. 
Floyd McRea, Colonel George M. Napler, 
Henry 8S. Johnson, Asa G. Candler, J. N., 
McEacHern, Dr. L. C. FMsher, 8. B. 
Adams, Rev. W. B. Lovett, W. P. Wal- 
lis, C. G. Goodrich and Robert T. Daniel. 

These applicants also compose the board 
of trustees which will control the hos- 
pital when erected. 

The application for the charter states 
that the object of the hospital !s the 
“promotion of the Christian religion, edu- 
cation and charity and particularly for 
medical and surgical treatment of al] 
diseases and infirmities of every kind 
whatsoever.”’ 

It is also stated in the applicatian of 
those desiring to be incorporated that !t 
is their wish to have a training school 
for nurses in conjunction with the hos- 
pital and they pray the court to allow 
the granting of diplomas to young women 
graduates. 

The concern {s to have no capital stock. 
but asks for the privilege of buying and 
selling real estate. The hospital will de- 
pend largely upon contributions for its 
maintenance. ; 

Dr. W. B. Lovett, editor of The WWes- 
leyan Christian Advocate, and a member 
of the board of trustees of the hospital. 
when seen at his office yesterday stated 
that it haq not as yet been definitely 
decided where the building would be lo- 
cated. He stated further that the amount 
of money contributed by the Methodists 
of the etate would determine the cost 
of the building.

RAILWAY LINES 
IN PHILIPPINES 


It Is Proposed for Govern- 
ment To Expend $40,- 
000,000. 


Washington, February 27.—Legtsletion 
authorizing the Philippine government to 
execute a guarantee of 4 per cent per 
annum on $40,000,000 of bonds for rail- 
road construction In those islands is to 
»be introduced in the house next week by 
Chairman Cooper, of tBe house commit- 
tee on fnsular affairs. Thia legislation 
will have the support of the adgninisira- 
‘tion through Secretary Taft, whose con- 
viction. that railroads are the next most 
essential step in the development of the 
Philippine islands, has been made known 
to the committee on f{nsuiar affairs. 

A restriction will be placed In the 
legislation Imiting the guarantee to 
American or Philippine capital. 

At the most, however, it Is estimated 
that government guarantee will only be 
needed for a limited number of years. 
The strictest kind of safeguards are to 
be embodied in the legislation tooking to 
an absolute accounting to gevernment 
representatives. 

The plan as at first outlined provided 
for a 3 per cent guarantee on a total tn- 
vestment of $60,000,000. Upon further 
consideration of the matter it was Jeem- 
ed advisable to reduce the total amount 
to $40,000,000 and raise the guarantee to 
4 per cent. Should the total amount of 
guarantee be calleg for it would mean & 
total yearly expenditure of $1,600,900. 

It is predicted that telegraph lines will 
follow the railroad, newspapers will be 
established along its lines and che educa- 
‘tional, social and industrial Ytevelopment 
of the islands will be accomplished faster 


and more surely than in any other mdn- 
ner.

Madison, Wis., February 27.-The Wis- 
consin state capitol building was prac- 
tically destroyed by fire today with a 
loss estimated at $800,000. The state car- 
ries only partial insurance, being in the 
process of changing from insurance in 
companies to a system of state insur- 
ance, The fire involves the building of a 
hew capitol, a special session of the leg- 
islature and the probable renewal of the 
agitation in favor of tha removal of the 
capitol from Madison to Milwaukee. 

The origin of the fire id believed to 
have been a lighted gas jet in a toilet 
room on the second floor. The flame was 
close to and ignited a varnished ceiling. 

The fire practically devastated every 
portion of the capitol building with the 
exception of the northern end, which 
was saved, but which is in such dilapli- 
dated condition that it will have to be 
torn down.

LIVELY WHIRL OF ACTORS 
OVER THE BROAD ATLANTIC 


From a Staff Correspondent. 
London, Februery 27.—There are several 
reasons why Sir Charles Wyndham's de- 
cision to appear in the United States 
shortly, on his way to Australia, should 
be welcome to American playgoers. This 
veteran player is, of course, one of the 
oldest; most famous and_ incidentally, 
richest of London actor-managers. It is 
generally understood, too, that Bir 
Charles enjoys the honor of being King 
Fidward’s favorite English actor, the 
player’s knighthood having been one of 
the first bestowed by the king after his 
accession. Wyndham recently was select- 
ed by his majesty to appear before his 
royal guests from Italy and Edward VII 
rarely misses a new piece at Sir Charles’ 


theater.

The story of the actor's part in the 
American civil war and of his dramatic 
béginnings in the United States may not 
be familiar to the present generation of 
American playgoers. Wyndham had no 
idea, at the outset, of going on the stage— 
thougti he had done well in amateur the- 
atricals—he intended to be a surgeon. 
With this idea he began studying in 
London, but almost before he knew it had 
abandoned his chosen work to play small 
parts in a theatrical company of which 
Ellen Terry was the head, 

After a little of this, however, paternal 
influence prevailed and the young man 
went back to his studies and uitimately 
took his degree. He craved excitement, 
however. The civil war had just broken 
out, and so, for the sake of smelling pow- 
der, Wyndham sailed for the United 
States and on his arrival joined the north- 
ern forces as a sturgeon. For two years 
he followed the fortunes of the campaign, 
but then, when both armies went into 
winter quarters, left the service and went 
to New York. 

Goes Back to Stage. 


There the stage attraeted him once 
more, and he joined Mrs. John Wood's 
company, in which one of his associates 
was Wilkes Booth, afterwards the slayer 
of President Lincoln. He was not especial- 
ly successfui, however, and returned to 
Engiand in 1865. Not to practice sur- 
gery, however, but to see H he could not 


better his luck on the English “boards.” 
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He did, and so materially that in 1869 he 
felt emboldened to have anotWer try in 
the T’nited States. This time he was most 
cordially received and made a particular- 
ly striking success at Wallack’s, New 
York, in “The School for Scandal.” 
Success as a Manager. 

A vear later, however, he returned to 
London, took the Criterion theater and 
began a tenancy that was to be long 
and suceessful. Wyndham remained at 
the Criterion twenty-three years, and 
while there produced many plays that 
are now famous—@mong them “Pink 
Dominoes,’’ “Rosemary,” “The Tyranny 
of Tears” and ‘“‘Phe Case of Rebellious 
Susan.’ Bronson Howard married one of 
Wyndham’'s _ sisters and supplied his 
brother in law with several successful 
comedies, one of these being ‘‘Brighton,”’ 
which at home had a long run tnder the 
name of ‘‘Saratoga.”’ 

Hood’s New Comedy. 

There is quite a large section. of the 
publie over here to which a play is likely 
to appeal if it be only “pretty” and faint- 
ly amusing, and so Capt#in Basil Hood’s 
hew comedy. ‘“‘Love in a Cottage,’”’ which 
was produced at Terry's last. night, may 
run in the Strand for quite a while.

The marmes were 
wanted elsewhere, some at Guantanamo 
and some in the Phillppines, and the de- 
partment could not spare the 1,400 men 
who had been guarding the line of the 
Paname railroad. But when the demand 
for guards was reduced to 400 this could 
be granted and the war department wag 
so informed. 

The Third infantry had been notified 
to be in readiness for service on the isth- 
mus, but final orders had not been 
given. This is the present situation, the 
regiment stands ready to go to Panama 
whenever troops are required there.

DIRECT CAUSE OF DUEL 
NOT DEFINITELY KHOWA 


Since Baggs and Hunter Dissolved 
’ Partnership Bad Blood Has Ex- 
isted — Both Young Men 
Are of Prominent 
Families. 


Bainbridge, Ga., February 27.—(Spe- 
cial.)—This morning at 8:55 o’clock, John 
Hunter and Mercer Baggs engaged in 
a shooting affray in the public square, 
which resulted in the death of Hun- 
ter. 

Both belong to the most prominent 
families in this section of the state, and 
are universally popular, both in social 
ahd business circles in this city. Both 
are young men, Baggs being 23 and 


»Hunter escarcely twenty. 


It seems that Hunter left the Bon Air 


hotel after breakfast in company with 
In ! 


J. P. Brown and when they got 
frone of the old court house they met 
Baggs, and without a word both drew 
simultaneously and began 
firing at each other for his life. 

Hunter was shot three times, one shot 
taking effect tn the left breast and péh- 
etrating his heart, which caused his 
death almost instantly. The other bul- 


jets entered his left shoulder and left 


hip. 

Baggs was shot through his left fore- 
@rm and has a slight flesh wound in the 
neck, but otherwise is uninjured. There 
were eleven shots fired in all. Hunter 
fired five times and Baggs six. 

Immediately after the firing fully a 
thousand people congregated on the 
gecene. In the meantime, Baggs was 
taken to Doctors Chason & Chason's 
office and Hunter to his room at the 
Bon Air hotel, but béfore reaching 
there he was dead. 

Direct Cause of Due] Unknown. 


It is not known yet what was the 
immediate cause of the enmity of these 
two young men, although it was gen- 
erally known that there was some sé- 
rious difficulty between them.

“Just as we got in front of the old 
court house we saw Mr. Baggs coming 
up Broad street, and when he was about 
10 feet from us, Mr. Hunter and Mr. 
Baggs both drew pistols and, began fir- 
ing without saying a word. I could not 
tell who shot first."’ .

Governor Determined Yo. Pre- 
vent Burning of Negro Mur- 
derer at Batesville

COMPANY OF INFANTRY 
RUSHED TO FORCE ORDE 


Mississippi Executive Will Make Ap- 
peal to Citizens, and if This 
Proves Ineffective Green- 
wood Command Will Be 
Put in Action. 


Jackson, Miss., February 27.—Special.) 
Governor Vardaman left on a special 
train tonight for Batesville to make a 
personal appeal to the citizens of that 
Place not to lynch the negro Baldwin un- 
der arrest at that place for murdering 
Thomas Fogarty, an Illinoig Central en- 
gineer. 

The governor was accompanied by Ad- 
jutant General Fridge and the special 
train’ will go via- Greenwood, where the 
local military company will be taken 
aboard, to be used at Batesville for the 
protection of the prisoner in case Govern- 
or Vardaman’s pesonal appeal should 
prove ineffectual against the fury of the 
mob which has already been organized 
and is clamoring for the life of the pris- 
oner 

Telegraphic orders were sent by Gov- 
ernor Vardeman shortly after 8 o'clock 
tonight for the military company to go 
in readiness for active- service and to 
carry along 1!,000 rounds of ammunition. 
The company is comanded by Lieutenant 
B. G. Humphries and Major General 8S. 
R. Keesler, commander of the national 
guard, who resides in Greenwood, will 
accompany the governor to Batesville. 

The special train has the right of way 
over all trains between Jackson and 
Batesville. Since the Jackson company 
was disbanded the Greenwood military 
company is-the most accessible on the 


route and the governor especially desires 


to put them in service for the reason that 
Grenwood is his home town and he knows 
the mettle of which the men are made. 


The train is scheduled to reach Batesville. 


before daylight and the latest advices re- 
ceived tonight from Sheriff Johnson is 
that he has the prisoner in hiding and 
has thus far succeeded in eluding the 
mob.

MACHEN TO WEN 
‘PRISON STRIPES 


He, Lorenz a ‘Diller Gro 


Given Two Years 


Each of Them Must Also Pay a Fine 
of $10,000—No Sentence Has 
Yet Been Passea on Samuel 
A. Groff. 


Washington, February 27,—August W. 
Machen, formerly general superintendent 
of the free delivery, postal service; Dr. 
George BH. Lorenz, of Toledo, Ohio, once 
postmaster of that city, and Diller B. 
Groff, of this city, all of whom were con- 
victed of conspiracy against the govern- 
ment in connection with the supply of 
Groff fasteners to the postoffice depart- 
ment, today were sentenced by Justice 
Pritchard to two years’ imprisonment in 
the Moundsville, W. Va., penitentiary, 
and a fine of $10,000 each, The deferd- 
ants immediately gave notice of appeal 
to the court of appeals and were re, 
leased on $20,000 bond each. 

Samuel A. Groff, as to whom Special 
Counsel Conrad, ‘for the government, said 
some days ago that there was not suf- 
ficient evidence to convict, was not sen- 
tenced, his motion for a.new trial end 
for arrest of judgment being allowed fur- 
ther considertion. His counsel were given 
four days in which to prepare to argue 
the motions. 


The Maximum Sentence. 

The sentence imposed on Machen, Lo- 
renz and Diller Groff is the maximum 
allowed under the law, although the 
court, contrary to the contentions of the 
prosecution, decided that the several 
counts in the indictment eonstituted but 
the one offense. The appeals to the 
upper court will be pressed as rapidly 
as. possible, according to the defense, 
but months may elapse before the ap- 
peals ean be heard. 

The government has not yet decided 
on its next steps In the prosecution of 
the postal cases, In which there have 
been so many indictments returned, but 
it is not unlikely that the other Iindict- 
ments of Machen is named involving 
other offenses than covered by the in- 
dictment on which he has already been 
convicted, will be pressed for tMal next. 
There are approximately fourteen Iindict- 
ments against Machen, either singly or. 
Jointly with others, and the government 
expects to bring him to trial on most 
of them. 

When the cases-in which the jury 
brought in its verdict last night were 
called in the criminal court today the de- 
fense moved a new trial, but asked that 
the case of Samuel A. Groff be separauly 
considered. The court overruled the mo- 
tion save as to Samuel A. Groff. 

For Arrest of Judgment. 

The defense then moved for arrest of 
judgment in the case of Machen, Lorenz 
This motion was 
promptly overruled. Exceptions to the 
rulings on both motions were noted and 
counsel argued the question whether thea 
penalties under the twelve counts of the 
indictment: should be cumulative er 
the various counts should he 
held to constitute one offense. The prose- 
the Imposition of the full 
penalty on each count, the adoption of 
which Indictment. ft Is pointed out. would

Russian Searchlight. 


The official report of the naval officers 
who attempted to block the entrance to 


_ the harbor of Port Arthur on the morn- 


ing of February 24 diners in some re- 
spects from the accounts already printed. 
From his report it appears that the Rus- 


. Bian searchlights discovered the approach 


of the five Japanese steamers before 
ifey had reached the point where it was 
proposed to sink them and that the Rus- 
sian guns disabled three of the five. 
Another new feature is that a portion 
of the crews from the sunken steamers 
were not picked ‘up until the. afternoon 
of the 24th. The report of the officers 
in substance is as follows: 

“Five vessels tntended to obstruct the 
entrance to Port Arthur advanced about 
4 o'clock on the morning of the 24th from 
the southward through the Ico Thi Shan 
channel toward the mouth of the port. 


, It appears that the Tenshm Maru, which 


Was in the van, was steered too far to 
port, and when she was about 3 miles 
to the southwest of shore, she was shot 
and seriously damaged. She was run on 
the shoals. The other steamers changed 
their course to the northeast and ad- 
vanced, but tthe ememy’s searchlights 
flashing upon them impeded their prog- 
ress. The enemy’s fire struck the steer- 
ing gear of the Bushiu Maru, disabling 
her. She grounded near the Tenshin 
Maru, and after striking her officers de- 
etroyed her and she sank, 

‘Next the Buyo Maru was seriously 
damaged by the enemy's fire. She sank 
before reaching the harbor entrance. 

Russian Fire Heavy. 

“In the meanwhile the Hokoku Maru 
and the Jinsen Maru had advanced with 
great rapidity and had reached the en- 
trance to the harbor with considerable 
difficulty. The Hokoku was out on the 
outer side of the stranded Russian battle 
ship Retvizan and the Jinsen Maru on 
the eastern side of the Retvizan. The 
crews of each lighted explosives to de- 
stroy the mérchantmen and after giving 
a loud cheer got into their small boat. 
When they found their vessels sinking 
the crews endeavored to row to the Jap- 


-anese torpedo boats, which were eady 


to pick them up, but the Russians’ 
searchHght lit up their path and the 
Russian fire became very severe. The 
crews in their small boats were compelled 
to row around under cover and they 
were unable to reach the torpedo boats. 
‘Fhe sea became heavy at sun rise and 
the crews suffered great hardship. They 
finally succeeded in reaching the Japan- 
ese squadron at 3 o'clock in the after- 


noon of the same day.’’

Protest Against Russian’s 
Language in Deciding 
Venezuela Case. 


The Hague, February 27.—Mitsuhashi 
Noboukata, the Japanese minister here, 
has been instructed by his government 
to lodge a protest with the president of 
the council of the permanent court of 
arbitration against the language used by 
M. Muravieff, president of the arbitra- 
tion tribunal and Russian minister of 
justice, in a speech he made after an- 
nouncing the tribunal’s decision in fa- 
vor of the blockading powers as against 
Venezuela, 

M. Muravieff, in the course of hig re- 
marks, said the findings of the tribunal 


\ had been reached after a most minute 


and most impartial investigation. Like 
all human acts, the decision was sus- 
ceptible of criticism, but now it was 
made every one should accept it. The 
arbitration began in time of peace, had 
ended amid the sinister acts of war, 
which was a terrible obstacle in the path 
of light and progress. In spite of all 
good will, alas, no one was secure against 
an unexpected hostile attack. 

A nation was obilged to accept a war 
when the legitimate defense of honor and 
liberty was involved. The just providence 
which ruled over battles would distin- 
guish between right and unfounded pre- 
tensions. At the end of this war bé- 
tween an European and an Asiatic people 
the right he concluded would shine out 
afresh.

It has been 
suggested that a monument to the women 
of Bibb county be erected on Mulberry 
street, d block away from the monument 
at Second, which marks the confederate 
soldiers. It would not be a bad idea, 
and, for one, I am willing to do all in 
my power to push that work along.”

The supreme court, in the 
decision, has overruled the circuit court 
judge and reversed and remanded the 
case for a new trial. 

The result of this decision means that

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WAR IN FAR CASI 
WILL NOT SPREAD 


Conti Growing That Other 


Powers Won't Be Involved, 


Paris, February 27.—Reports of interes 
national entanglements growing out of 
the war continue to occupy a prominent 
Place ‘in the sensational branch of the 
press. But, within a week the officials 
of the government who are in close and 
constant touch with the cabinets and 
other capitals, have satisfied themseives 
first that no international complications 
are imminent of likely at least for the 
present; second, that France ifs in no 
present or prospective danger of being 
embroiled in an international conflict. 

The recent bourse panic brought about 
a rather thorough survey, of the situa- 
tion throughout Europe, as the heavy 
decline in securities resulted. mainly 
from fearg that the European powers 
might be drawn into the conflict. The 
inquiry disclosed that, wh.le the possi- 
bilities of unexpected comp.ications are 
always present, there is no immediate 
reason to expect European complica- 
tions, the military activities at various 
points being the natura! result of an 
outbreak of war betweeu two great pow- 
ers. 

Concerning the ability of France to 
hold aloof from the war, the officials 
base their belief on the experiences of 
the first few weeks of hostilities. At 
first the determination to observe neu- 
trality brought out a sentimental reac- 
tion favorabie to Russia, and popular 
demonstrations and subscriptions in be- 
half of that country. ‘sme authorities 
have now been able to take into account 
all the various currents, the result being 
a firm resolve that France will not have 
her hand forced by international agita- 
tion or external complications. 

An official said today that tne new 
Korean-Japanese treaty had been the oc- 
tasion of putting out a number of re- 
ports calculated to foment discord be- 
tween France and Korea, and perhaps 
force the hand of France in relation to 
other powers, particu-arly Russia. The 
authorites had taken note that the re- 
ports emanated from high Japanese 
sources. But, the officials declared, 
French policy was definitely fixed to 
maintain neutrality, and to refrain from 
the slightest active participation in the 
war, and tuis will not be changed by the 
Korean-Japanese treaty or events so 
fas as possible can be foreseen at pres- 
ent. 

It is the understanding m government 
circles that Japan will not ask the pow- 
ers to give formal recognition to the 
Korean-Japanese treaty. 

Korea’s position is likened to that of 
Roumania after taking advantage of the 
Turkish war to declare its independence, 
but before the Berlin congress bad: sanc- 
tioned its becoming’ a kingdom. 

German Editors Avoid War Topics. 

Rarlin, February 27.—The silence of the 
German press toward the war projects 
ttself upon the attention of any one 
searching the newspapers here for an 
opinion about &«. The news dispatches 
from atroad afe printed with occasional 
explanations of their meaning to mili- 
tary and nava) students, but that Its all. 
The German newspapers, on all questions 
growing out of the war, are, with the 
exception of the free lance and socialist 
papers, as muto as they are on the larger 
rights or wrongs of the combatants. 

The government has given the press 
to understand that neufrality in utter- 
ance and reserve, as complete as the 
government's own, is @ patriotic duty 
at this time. 

The press is thus held in restraint by 
no {illegitimate Influence as in the “rep- 
tilian’ days of the late Prince Bismarck, 
but by impressing to the fullest extent 
at the government's foreign policy in 
the present international foment must 
not be embarrassed by editorial discus- 
sion of events. The editors are not rest- 
less, seemingly, 
because they Pelleve that they are act- 
ing patriotically.

Pro-Japanese Feeling in America Bitterly Resented 
in St. Petersburg--American Contracts 
Cancelled. 


St. Petersburg, February 27.—The news 
that the United States had assented to 
the extension of the Pacific cable to Ja- 
pan with the reasons therefor assigned 
in dispatches from Washington, still fur- 
ther ggeTavated by the gopular belief that 
the United States is siding with Japan 
agajnst Russia. The few Americans in 
St. Petersburg have all remarked on the 
changed demeanor of their Russian 
friends. Formerly they were treated with 
the greatest cordiality, but now the Rus- 
Siang greet them with the question: “Is 
America our secret enemy and shall we 
have to fight her also before the war 
comes to an end?’’ 

How deeply the Russians a&fe wounded 
by the belief, which is destined unless 
checked, soon to become a conviction 
that America has scored her old friend 
and is now playing a hostile part, is 
shown by the severance of personal] ties,

NELLS BURST 
AMID JAP SHIPS 


Russians Claim Their Fire In- 
flicted Heavy Loss, 


St. Petersburg, February 27.—The Port 
Arthur correspondent of The Russ tele- 
graphs as follows: 

“On the morning of February 25 a Jap- 
anese squadron consisting of six battle 
ships and four light cruisers appeared on 
the horizon. The Russian cruisers As- 
kold, Bayan and Novik were in the outer 
harbor. The Japanese ships, on attain- 
ing a position within 35 cable lengths 
(about 4 1!-4 miles) of the Russian ships, 
opened an attack. At this time two of 
our torpedo boats were returning to our 
Ships from Pigeon bay. . All the Jap- 
anese.cruisers attempted to cut them off; 
nevertheless one of the torpedo boats 
succeeded in reaching Port Arthur, while 
the other turned back. The scene of 
the battle was thus cut In two, the Jap- 
anese battle ships cannonadng the As- 
kold, Bayan and Novik, which were sup- 
ported by the batteries and the cruisers 
pursuing the Russian torpedo boat whicn 
entered Pigeon bay. 

“The cannonade lasted forty minutes 
and several shells fell at various points 
in the fortress. One Chinaman was mor- 
tally wounded by a splinter and one by 
a shell. 

“In yesterday's affair the maneuvers of 
the Japanese appeared to be defective, 
while turning back to sea the Japanese 
battle ships got bunched and our ships 
did not fail to take advantage of this 
fact.. They opened fire and they could 
clearly see shells bursting amidst the 
tremendous target. This clumsy maneu- 
ver on the part of the Japanese Is con- 
sidered as affording weighty reason for 
the enemy’s losses were 
heavy.

VICEROY ALEXIEFF TELLS 
OF PORT ARTHUR BATTLE 


St. Petersturg, February 27.—The czar 
has received the following from Viceroy 
Alexieff, dated Port Arhur, February 26: 

“After the moon had set early !n the 
morning of February 25 the Retvizan 
repelled several attacks by the enemy's 
torpedo boats, two of which are believed 
to have sunk In the open sea. Our tor- 
pedo boats, under Captaln of the First 
Rank Matugzvich and Captain oMthe Sec- 
ond Rank Pri Lieven, unsupported, 
encountered stot flrs saber the enemy's 
torpedo boat flotilla. They sighted no 
large warships. 

‘‘Later in the morning of Feb. 25 the 
crulsers Bayan, Diana, Askold and Novik 
were sent out to prevent the Japanese 
crulsers from pursuing a portion of our 
returning torpedo. boat flotilla. One of 
our torpedo boats, which wag cut off by 
four Japanese cruisers, sought shelter 
in Dove bay, where it was subjected to 
a long-distance fire by the enmy. It had 
no casualties, 

“The Japanese fleet on sighting our 
crulsers came in closer to the forts which, 
together with our warships, opened fire 
at 10:50. Our cruisers, still firing, enter- 
ed the harbor, which our torpedo boats 
had already safely reached. 

“The enemy’s shells for the most part 
fell short One seaman was wounded, 
but we sustained no other casualties. 

“The Japanese fleet consisted of sev- 
enteen large warships and eight torpedo 
boats, whereas the squadron which at- 
tempted to block the entrance to Port 
Arthur on the previous day had twelve 
torpedo boats.”’

But Garibaldi Refused, Preferring>

Garibaldi Is Already Se- 
cretly Preparing a Body 
of Volunteers. 


Rome, February 27.—The situation In 
the Balkans, with which Russia, Italy 
and Austria are closely connected, al- 
though it has improved somewhat dur- 
ing the last few days, still occasions 
considerable anxiety. Tt is no longer 
@ secret that Boris Sarafoff, the Mace- 
donian leader, came to Italy with the 
principal object of deciding on a course 
of action with Ricciotti Garibald!, who 
heretofore has not approved of an Iso- 
late movement on the part of the Mace- 


donians, 
In an interview the two leaders agreed 


upon a plan which will result In a gen- 
eral rising in the Balkans, should neces- 
sity arise. With this object a meeting 
of all the Balkan leaders has been pro- 
visiondlly arranged to take place in 
Venice about the end of March. The 
possibility of arbitration was also dis- 
cussed. Garibaldi proposed to sound 
the United States as to whether or not 
that country would be willing to act in 
the capacity of arbitrator, as he regard- 
ed it as the government best fitted to do 
so, it having no direct or indirect In- 
terest in the affair, while its fairness 
has been already established. 
General Revolution. 

Should arbitration or the other suggest- 
éd arrangements for a peaceful settle- 
ment through the threatened trouble fail. 
a general revolution seems inevitable. 
and Garibaldi is already secretly pre- 
paring a body of volunteers, each mem- 
ber of which will be equipped with arms. 
two thousands rounds of cartridges an? 
food for a month. Garibaldi was of- 
fered the general direction of the Mace- 
donian movement, but refused on the 
ground that he thought it better to leave 
the leadership to some man directly in- 
terested in Macedonia, as this would 
give him, Garibald!, a freer hand. 

The financing of the movement has 
been the most difficult part, Garibaldi 
Is asking all his friends in Italy and 
abroad to contribute funds to the cause. 

Confidential and official information 
from Austria points to the fact that the 
government fs making extensive prepara- 
tions to check any movements of its 
southeastern frontiers, where reinforce- 
ments amounting to 30,000 men have 
been centered. The proprietors of the- 
aters and other large bulldings in that 
part of the country have been warned 
that their premises may be seized for 
military purposes. 

It is known that negotiations are going 
on between Russia and Italy with re- 
gard to the Balkans. Signor Tittonu, the 
Italian foreign minister, alluded to those 
exchanges in the chamber of deputies 
on February 22, when he protested 
against the anti-Russian manifestations 
in Italy and said they would endanger 
the relations of Italy and Russia, just 
when the two governments were ex- 
changing views of very vital interest."’ 

Turkey Won’t Declare War. 

Paris, February 27.—An American of- 
ficial who, for two years past, has beea 
studying the conditions in the Balkans, 
has just arrived in Parla and today made 
a statement of the situation. He said: 

‘Ty am satisfied Turkey will not declare 
war, She has been informed by the pow- 
ers that even if she does engage in hos- 
tilitles, she will gain absolutely no re- 
sults therefrom and even may suffer 
from a military occupation by the pow- 
ers that, perhaps, may result in the sep- 
aration of Macedonia from the Turkish 
empire. It is true that Turkey is sending 
reinforcements to Macedonia, but this 
is due to the prospect of an outbreak of 
another insurrection and possible inter- 
ference on the part of Bulgaria. now 
that Russia is occupied with Japan; but 
the sultan has everything to lose and 
little to gain by a war and if it comes 
you may depend upon it that Bulgaria 
will be the aggressor. Should war come, 
I am satisfied that Bulgaria will be de- 
feated. Operating !n the mountains where 
a few men can pick off a whole regiment 
the Bulgarians and insurgents have a 
distinct advantage. But the Turkish 
troops can sweep them around toward 
Sofia, where the country is level. Bul- 
garia says she ts able to put 200,000 men 
In the fleld. The Turks can quickly 
throw double that number {into Mace- 
donia and reinforce them {ff necessary.

“It has béen sald that Russia and 
Turkey are discussing the‘ question of 
the passage of the Dardanelles By the 
Russian Black sea fleet. Turkey would not 
Sive her consent if asked unless she 
gained some concessions in the Balkans 
such as dealing with Bulgaria as she saw 
fit. But Russia could not make such a 
concession, because she would thereby 
forfeit the preferential position which she 
and Austria hold in consequence of hav 
ing been designated by the powers to 
act as their representatives in dealing 
with the Balkan question. Moreoer, Rus- 
sia understands that if she ceases to be 
a representative of the powers other 
powers would intervene, But, granting 
that Russia may take this risk and iIn- 
duce Turkey to permit the passage of her 
fleet, this would be a violation of the 
Berlin treaty, of which Great Britain tg 
a signatory power. " 


Britain Would Blocl. Way. 


“It would mean furthermor 
key and Russia had entered futp ak i 
derstanding which might be interpreted 
as bringing into play the Anglo-Japanese 
alliance. Aside from this latter point 
there is hardly any question that Russia 
would find British ships blocking the 
Suez canal and the straits of Gibraltar 
Finally the Black sea fleet has heen 
greatly overrated. It Was examined m- 
short time ago by an American naval 
officer. He reported that it was not in 
very g00d condition and that in any event 
it was of no use for over sea operations 
in consequence of the small coaling ca- 
pacity of the vessels.

The contention on 
the part of Venezuela, as it was de- 
veloped before the tribunal, was that 
the fact that certain powers had waged 
war wpon her entitled them to no 
preference whatever in the payment of 
their claims, and she insisted that all 
her creditors should be paid upon a 
basis of exact equality. asf 

The powers however, which had join- 
ed in making war upon her contended 
that as their action had extorted the 
fund in question—or, in the vernacular 
of the street, had compelled Venezuela 
to “come to time’’—they were entitled 
to be paid in full before any of her 
creditor nations, which had indulged 
in no. bluster, received any payment 
upon their respective claims. 

This was the issue and the decision 
of the tribunal is definite. It is to the 
effect that the powers that employed 
force upon Venezuela for the payment 
of their<laims must be paid in pref- 
erence to creditor powers that neglect- 
ed to use violence. Thus a precedent 
has been established by the tribunal of 
peace, and all the nations of the earth, 
predatory or peaceful, have been put 
on notice that if they would collect 
from debtor nations on terms of 
equality they must be on hand with 
their cruisers or their war canoes. 

The Hague tribunal did not, in 
terms, justify the resort to force; on 
that point the judges declared that they 
were not competent to decide—that is 
to say our modern peace tribunal, 
celebrated by poets and eulogized by 
those who are not fond of bloodshed 
as an abstract proposition—have noth- 
ing to do with manifestations of war. 
Tis however, is tantamount to an 
affirmation that the tribunal is not 
concerned with the right or wrong of 
the policy of force; and its decision ig 
to the effect that certain powers, by the 
display of violence, and as the result 
thereof, are entitled to preferentia] 
payment. 

The real meaning of the decision {fs 
that powers who are the creditors of 
weaker nations cannot afford to collect 
their claims through the peaceful 
channels of diplomacy, if there are 
other powers ready to show their 
teeth; and tf they insist on peaceful 
methods, they will forfeit the right to 
preferential payment. All the South 
American republics are in the same 
boat, so far as their debts are con- 
cerned, and, as the result of The 
Hague decision, will soon Gad them- 
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selves kindling the fire under a pretty 
kettle’ of fish. | 

The whole Venezuelan business 
shows that our boasted civilization has 
not yet invented methods of arbitra- 
tion that will turn contemptuously 
away from demonstrations of war.

SPIRIT.” 

(From The Augusta Chronicle.) 
What has happened to that boasted 
‘Atlanta spirit,”” of which we have all 
heard so much? 

For the first time in her history, per- 
haps, the city of Atlanta has allowed 
the “‘pull-backs’ to have their way, and, 
as @ result, the proposed $800,000 freight 
terminals of the Louisville and Nashv fle 
road will not be built. 

No wonder The Constitution, tn a car- 
toon printed on its first page yesterday, 
pictures the city of Atlanta in tears and 
attributes this defeat of a great enter- 
prize to ‘‘greed’’ and ‘‘spite,” and to the 
spirit which says, ‘We are big enough;”’ 
“No newcomers need apply;:” “Don't 
want railroads;’’ ‘‘Damn everything,” ete. 


The Constitution does not overdraw the 
picture in the least. It is a blow, indeed, 
for Atlanta. Not alone because she has 
lost the finest freight terminals in the 
south; but because it indicates a deca- 
dence of that progressive, go-ahead spirit 
that, almost alone, has made Atlanta 
what she fs. 

It is not NMke Atlanta to throw ob- 
stacles in the way of great undertakings 
like this. On the contrary, it has been 
her avowed policy for years to hold out 
her hands to every new enterprise; to 
actively cooperate in every movement 
that looked to the city’s upbuilding; to 
even go a step farther than other cities, 
if necessary, in forwarding every under- 
taking that) made for her national growth 
and ,advancement. 

It must) sadden her friends everywhere, 
therafore, to note this reversal of a 
policy that has,made her thé most pros- 
perous and flourishing, and (with one 
exception) the most liberal and progres- 
sive Of southern cities, 

But, somehow, we cannot make our- 
selves believe that the real “Atlanta 
spirit” 1s going to submft to any such 
programme. Already, we notice the cham- 
ber of commerce, has taken the matter 
in hand, and is making an effort to 
bring about a compromise. 

To Augustans the whole thing seems 
like making a “‘mountain out of a mole 
hill.” A similar proposition was eassly 
disposed of in this city when the work 
of building the new union depot was un- 
dertaken. It was found mecessary to 
move one block of Walker street, some 
fifty or sixty feet further narth, in order 
to accommodate the new union station— 
just ag the railroads wish to do in Atlanta 
with a little short sreet, called Waverly 
place. 

The proposition was met with the true 
“Augusta spirit,” and the change was 
promptly made. As a result} Augusta 
now has the finest union depot in the 
state, and one of the finest in the south. 
And the change !n Walker street has not 
inconvenienced the public in the least; 
far less than the proposed change in 
Waverly place would inconvenience the 
few Atlanta people who find occasion to 
use it. 

But suppose Atlanta had been con- 
trolled by “greed,” or “‘spite,’’ or the un- 
progressive spirit in this matter; what 
sort of union depot would she have to- 
day—if any? 

Verily, Atlanta has a valuable lesson 
to learn from Augusta in this, as wel] as 
in other matters. What the city by the 
Kimball needs is a little less greed and a 


little more of the “Augusta spirit.”

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_ CHINA'S MINISTER TALKS — 
-ABOUTLABOR AND CAPITAL 
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wise CHENTUNG LIANG-CHENG. 


Diplomat Discusses Trades Umons and Business 
Combinations Among the Celestials--Guild 
of Shansi. 


By Frank G. Carpenter 


Washington, February 26.—(Special 
Correspondence.)—It was by appointment 
that I met Sir Chentung Liang-Cheng, 
the Chinese minister, in the offices of his 
legation this afternoon. I had arranged 
by telephone for an interview with his 
excellency, and our talk was held in a 
room furnished {in modern astyle, the 
minister sitting ‘nm a swivel back office 
chair before a Grand Rapids roller-top 
desk. He was clad in Chinese costume, 
but he spoke in pure English and more 
like an Amerigan than. like the repre- 
sentative of a nation which many think 
to be a thousand years behind the times. 


An Up-to-Date Diplomat. 


Sir Chentung Liang-Cheng himself ifs 
by no means behind the times. He is an 
up-to-date modern diplomat, fitted by 
education and experience to carry the 


world about in his big round celestial 


head, and to fight the diplomatic battles 
of his nation. He was born in China, but 
at the age of || was sent to the United 
States to be educated. He studied at 
Amherst. for three years and _ then 
went to the Phillps academy, at Andover, 
where he graduated. 

Upon his return home he was taken 
into the employ of the goyernment. which 
is another word for the old empress 
dowager, and he has been in her 
majesty’s employ ever since. He is said 
to be closely associated with her 
majesty, and it is probably due to her 
appreciation of him that he has been 
at the front in Chinese affairs for the 
past twenty years. He came here first 
as secretary of the legation, returned to 
Chima to take a place in thé foreign 
office, and became one of the embassy 
which made the peace treaty with Japan 
at the close of the war. 

Since therm he has been connected with 
important missions to St. Petersburg, 
Berlin, Iondon and Madrid, and has car- 
ried oft honors from al] these capitals. 
Queen Victoria made him a K, C, M. G., 


the mikado gave him one of the most: 


Gistinguished orders of his empire, the 
ezar of Russia did likewise, and so did 
King Leopold of Belgium. Amherst col- 
lege has conferred upon him the title 
of doctor of laws, and al] this notwith- 
standing he is still in his thirty-ninth 
year. What will he not be when he 
reaches the age when Li Hung Chang 
was greatest? 


Money Matters in China. 


I opened the interview Py asking his 
excellency about money matters in 
China. “I want you to tell me,"’ said I, 
“something about your millionaires, your 
trusts and your combinations of employ- 
ers."’ 

“TJ am sorry to say that I cannot g:ve 
you much along such lines,’ replied his 
excellency, ‘‘for I have little to do with 
organized capital in my country.” 

“But you have organizations of cap- 
ital,”” said I. 
 *Yes,"’ was the reply, “but not such as 

you have in the United States. We have 
millionaires here and there, but the 
multi-milliona:res are few. We have 
combinations of xma]l capitalists, but no 
great trusts and syndicates, such as iron 
' gnd copper, sugar and fuel.’ 

‘What branches of industry are most 
organized ?”’ 

‘The bankers.’’ replied the minister. 
“The bankers of my country come al- 
most altogether from one province, that 
ef Shansi, lying west of Shantung. That 
ig a state of rich.men, and those men 
make a business of banking. They have 
a netural aptitude for it. They might be 
called the Jews of China. They bring 
their sons up to be bankers, putting them 
into the counting rooms when they are 
boys, and gradually raising them until 
they graduate as bankers. They go from 
there to all parte of the empire, and 
they are really the financiers of the 


country.” 


Banks Seldom Fail. 
| “Are they honest men?” I asked. 

“IT think so,’’ replied the Chinese. min- 
ister. “‘They are honest and insist on 
their brothers being honest. If one of the 
bankers is about to fail, his brother 
bankers come in, and lend him enough to 
save him from bankruptcy. 

“There are many Shansi bankers in 
Pekin. They had heavy deposits at the 
time of the slege, but when their banks 
burned down and a vast amount of pa- 
per money was ddftroyed they did not al- 
low their depositors to lose a cent. When 
the siege wajs over they called their 
debtors together and paid them in full.’’ 


The Chinese Do Not Like Govern- 
“ment Bonds. 


“How about the government loans, 
your excellency, can they be floated at 
home ?"’ 

“Not easily at present,’’ replied Sir 
Chentung Liang-Cheng. ‘‘Our people do 
not understand modern methods of 
finance. They are rather afraid of gov- 
ernment securities, For they 
that the governmesgt repudiated its obli- 
gations during the Ming dynasty.” 

‘When was that your excellency?”’ 

“About four hundred years ago,” re- 
plied the minister as though it were yes- 
terday, and then went on: 

‘Inded, I think it will be some time be- 
fore the Chinese will invest largely in 
Chinese government bonds. Just before 
the war with Japan broke out two of 
our most patriotic officials pregented a 
plan for a domestic loan. There was no 
limit to the amount, but the bonds were 
to bear 6 per cent, and the government 
guaranteed the payment of principal and 
interest. A great deal of care was used 
In issuing the bonds, and they were 
labeled with a title which meant ‘em- 
blem of honesty.’ Notwithstanding this, 
only about $14,000,000 worth of them 
were taken. These were distributed 
among the high officials, merchants and 
Other rich people. 


“Well, the interest was paid for a time, 
but after the war was over the govern- 
| ment found itself poor, and a great deal 
(of money was needed to repair Pekin 
and for other purposes. About that time 
a memorial was sent in to the throne. 
saying that its signers and thé others 
who held the bonds felt a great sym- 
pathy for their country, and therefore 
had decided to give up their money as a 
present to the government, and they beg- 
ged the emperor to declare the bonds null 
and void. The matter was brought be- 
fore the board of revenue, and the propo- 
sition was accepted. A great number of 
the bondholders were not consulted in 
the sending in of that petition. Never- 
theless they lost their money, and as a 
result our people are not anxious for 
government séecurities.”’ 

“I suppose the men who made the ap- 
plication wanted to acquire merit or 
Office for their generosity?” 

“Very likely!" said the minister. ‘“‘Who 
knows?’’ 


Guilds and Trades Unions. 


“But you have employers’ associations 
to regulate the relations of capfal and 
labor, have you not?” 

“Yes,"’ replied the minister. “We have 
such associations, but not especially to 
regulate labor. Many of the guilds are 
@ssociated with the cities. The Canton 
merchants of Shanghai have a club. and 
the Ningpo merchants have one. There 
are also unions in almost every branch 
of trade, tea guilds, silk guilds and pank- 
ers’ guilds. Such associations, however, 
have more to do with the prices, dis- 
counts and the handling of goods than 
with labor matters.’’ 

“How about organized labor? 
exist in China?’’ 

“We are not so advanced as vou in that

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they are more like mutual] life, sickness 
and accident insurance companies than 
your trades unions. Indeed, we have but 
few unions devoted to regulating hours 
and wages. There may be some at the 
treaty ports connected with the large 
factories. At Shanghai, for instance, tha 
river for 5 miles is now lined with silk 
mills and cotton factories. There labor 
is somewHjiat organized, notwithstanding 
most of the employees are girls. They 
are always ready to strike, and do so 
when they think they are imposed upon, 
As factories increase in China, I gup- 
pose our labor will become organized 
and we shall have our unions and_walk- 
ing delegates.”’ 

“How about labor on the railroads?’’ 

“Tt is not the quietest in the world,” 
replied the Chinese minister. ‘The work- 
men there strike every now and then. 
Just now there is a strike on the Hankow- 
Canton line, which has stopped the con- 
struction.” 


| How the Americans Lost a Gold Mine 


“That is on the concession granted to 
the American syndicate. How are the 


Americans handling their concession?” 
“I don’t think they are handling it very 
well,” replied the Chinese minister. ‘Tt 
would have been a gold mine if they had 
held on to it, but I understand that they 
have sold the control of the road for a 
comparatively small sum to Belgian capil- 
talists. That concession was a most yal- 
uable one. It was given to the American 
Syndicate largely in return for the great 
friendship which your cowhtry displayed 
towards China in the settlement of its 
difficulties with Japan. Different con-- 
cessions in the way of loans and other 
things were made to Russia, Germany, 
France and England. The United States 
was the only nation which did not ask 
for anything and was at the same time 
about the most friendly to Chind@ Aga 
result our people felt grateful and we 
were glad to give your capitalists this 
concession with the auvrhorization or a 
large loan to build the road and the 
privilege of having the profits of the 
Sale of the bonds-above 90 cents on the 
dolfar. I can't coneeive why the Amer!l- 
cans did not hold on-to it. As it is now 
the Belgians have secured one of the 
most valuable railroad propertfes of 
China. They have a large interest in 
the line from Hankow to Pekin and this 
extension gives them a great trunk line 
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remember I 


from Pekin to Canton, tapping what is 


| perhaps the richest agricultural and in- 
dustrial district of the world, inhabitated 


by several hundred million people. The 
road will pay from the start and I regret 
that the Americans have allowed it to 


.8lip out of their hands.’’ 


“Are they working on it now, your ex- 
cellency ?’ 

“Yes. Work is going on at both ends 
and on both branches. Indeed, when I go 
back home I hope to be alg to travel 
from Canton to Pekin by rail.’ 


Chinese-American Trade. 


“But there ig plenty of money 
China.”’ said I. ‘“‘Why do not your own 
people build railroads?" 

“They will do so when they understand 
them better. We have many rich and 
well-to-do and some are investing in 
banks and’ modern factories. Three- 
fourths of the shares of the Hong Kong 
and Shanghal bank are Owned by Cnhi- 
nese. Our people, however, are slow to 
adopt new inventions and new things.” 

“How about the Chinese market and 
American trade?’ 

“Our market is an enormous one,” reé- 
plied Sir Chentung Liang-Cheng. ‘‘We 
are good spenders and our trade will in- 
crease as we grow rich and as the coun- 
try develops. It is already increasing as 
far as America is concerned. We are 
now taking about one-half of all the cot- 
ton cloth exported from ¢he United 
States.” 

“Could the trade be further increased?’ 

“Yes. We have 400,000,000 people and 
almost all wear cotton, winter and sum- 
mer. In the future there will be a great 
demand for woolen goods for they will 
take the place of much of the padded 
cotton now worn. ‘There is also an in- 
crease in the use of American food stuffs 
and luxuries. We are buying more of 
your flour every year and more tobacco 
and other things.” 

The conversation her> turned to the 
Chinese in America and I asked the 
minister what he thought of our law as 
to the immigration of Chinese. 

“r-have but Httle objection to the law,” 
said he. ‘But I do not like the spirit or 
manner in which it is executed. The law 
was made to exclude only Chinese labor- 
ing men from the United States, but it 
hag been so construed as to keep out all 
Chinese, whether they came on business 
or on pleasure, as merchants, sightseers 
or students. J don’t believe yOur govern- 
ment ever intended this, and I blame 
the treatment which our nation receives 
upon the politicians, who wish to carry 
favor thereby with the laboring classes 
and make capital with them,’ 

“Why, look at it,” the Chinese minister 
went on. “It is almost impossible for 
one of our boys to come to the United 
States for an education. Take the case 
of Mr. Tong, a relative of Tong the grad- 
vate of Yale college whom you met in 
China some years ago. Young Tong's 
father is rich, and he wanted his boy 
to come here to study. He took out the 
proper papers and sent him to San Fran- 
cisco. When he arrived there the offi- 
cers asked him what he wanted to do in 
| the United States. He replied that he 
was anxious to learn Engl, 4. They told 
him that there were colleges that taught 
English in China, and he could go back 
there and study the language. They re- 
fused to let him land. He hired an at- 
torney and brought the matter before the 
courts. He spent more than $3,000, 
in lawyer's fees and in g£0- 
ing back and forth from China to the 
United States, but in the end they kept 
him ouf.’’ 

“Now his younger brother is here and 
in college. He came, with nine other Chi- 
nese boys, with me when I was sent here 
as minister. He got in tinder the shadow 
of the legation, but he had a perfect 
right, under the treaty and the law, ts 
come in, and his brother should also 
have been admitted, % know of many 
other instances where Our boys who 
have wanted to study here have been 
kept out. Such things are contrary to the 
spirit of intrnational friendship which 
exists between your nation and ours, and 
they afe contrary to the best interests of 
the two nations. 

The same policy is adopted as to mer- 
chants and business men who are kept 
out on similar pretexts. The present 
| treaty, under which these acts are per- 
formed, will expire this year. In making 
a new one I hope to have the matter rem- 
edied. If it eannot be remedied there is 
no use of putting any clause as to the

This trade has fa}l- 
en off since the expulsién act wag put in 
force, for we then had almost twice as 
many Chinese as we have now. Our mer- 
chants would like to see that trade in- 
creased, and they are also anxious to 
multiply their business connectiong in 
other ways. 

“At present I do fiat think we are at 
all treated fairly, but just now we have 
had difficulties with other nations, and 
we are in no shape to insist upon our in- 
ternational rights. I hope that the day 
will come when we shal] ve able not only 
to demand them, but that in such a way

Money Paid by United States 
To Friars Went to

Madrid, February 27.»—The papers con- 
tinue to print stories about the cruel rule 
of the monks in the Philippines; hordes 
of which are trying to secure a foothold 
in Spain.

“The money paid by the United States 
to the monks gees into the pockets of 
the generals. of the various orders, the 
monks wil] bring back nothing to Spain, 
but their inherent fanaticism and indo- 
lence, say the newspapers. The vatican 
also received a share of the $30,000,000 
pald by the United States.’’ 


GREAT COTTON 
ACREAGE.IN INDIA 


More Will Be Planted This 
Year Than Ever 
Before, 


Manchester England, Feb. 27.—St. John 
Broderick, secretary of state for In- 
dia, replying this afternoon to a large 
deputation of the British Cotton Grow- 
ing Association, and representatives 
of the cotton manufacturing cen- 
ters of Lancashire, said the cotton 
acreage of India would be greater this 
year than ever before. 

The secrtary added that he believed 
viceroy of India, Lord Curzon of Keddle- 
ston, would make every endeavor to 
further promote cotton growing, w.th 
the view of supplying the British mar- 
ket. He also promilsed a thorough over- 
hauling of the agricultural] staff in order 
to secure better methods of cultivation 
and suggested the cultivation of cotton 
in Burmah on a large scale, by some 
form of indenture labor. 

The secretary assured the deputations 
that nothing would be left undone to 
utiliz®é the lands of India for the Lanca- 
shire mills. .

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HOW TO GROW WHEAT. 


WwW. G. Williamson, of Harmony Grove, 
Ga.. says that he grows wheat for the 
straw. Mr. Williamson probably owns 
the most successful dairy in Georgia and 
he wants wheat straw to balance his 
cattle ration, with ensilage and cotton 
seed meal. He regards chopped wheat 
straw a8 much euperior to the cotton 
geed hulls for tis cows, and will not feed 
any hulls so long as his straw laSts. 
Of course, he has no objection to the 20 
@ushels of nice wheat he makes to the 
acre, but he regards the straw as one 
of the most valuable parts of the crop 
to him. And, yet there are hundreds of 
farmers who let the straw decay in the 
fleld and some of these farmers have to 
buy hay and complain about hard times 
and @hort crops. 

However, there is not as much com- 
plaint as there used to be. Our farm- 
ers are getting ahead; they are doling 
better. But the thing for us to consider 
now is how to keep ehead. And thig is 
another reason why we should plant a 
crop of wheat this fall. It will come in 
next summer just when we most need 


‘it te carry us through the season and 


help us to own what cotton we make. 
We will then be in a position to mar- 
ket our cotton more slowly, and get 4ll 
there is in it. Furthermore, we can do 
the work this fall. It will keep our stock 
employed and will, in a Measure, prevent 
our planting too much cotton next year, 
which will be better for us, and better 
for our land. 

Now if you are going to plant wheat 
by all means prepare your land and fer- 
tilize it properly so you will make a good 
crop. Don't try to run over alot of 
ground and plant land only half pre- 
pared. It won't pay and you will lose 
half the benefit from the fertilizer you 
apply. In preparing land for wheat it 
is not necessary to turn the ground up- 
side down with a big two-horse plow. 
You can throw away a great deal of time 
and labor at that kind of thing and be 
none the better off. Remember that 
wheat is a surface rooted plant like 
grass. It wants the first 4 inches of 
top soll made very fine and a good firm 
soil below that, 

George M. Clark, who holds the world's 
record for the largest hay crop, pre- 
pares his land principally with a cutaway 
harrow. With this tool and a very lib- 
eral application of commercial fertilizer, 
he has been enabled to grow enormous 
crops of grass. He goes in the field with 
his harrow and simply discs up the sur- 


face, going over it again and again until | 


it is perfectly fine and mellow to a depth 
of from 4 to 6 inchea, 

Now this Is our idea of preparing land 
for wheat. We have a fleld that was in 
oats last year. After the oats were cut 
in June we turned the land with a disc 
plow, breaking it from 9 to 10 inches 
deep. This land we sowed in cow péas, 
and we have now a fine crop prospect 
for a heavy crop of peaving hay. We 
shall cut these peas the last of Septem- 
ber and immedfately begin the. prepara- 
tion of this land for wheat by working 
it up with a culaway harrow. We shall 
then apply our fertilizer, which will ana- 
lyze about 10 per cent phosphoric acid 
and 6 per cent potagh, at the rate of 
600 pounds per acre and work it in with 
the harrow. We expect to work 


nitrogen is used in the fertilizer 
wheat, because in this particular case 
cow peas precede the wheat, containing 
in their roots enough of it for the wheat 
crop that is to follow. If this were not 
the case we should add about 6 per cent 
of ammonia. 

Now if you have no cutaway harrow 
you surely heave one of those muchly de- 
spised scooter plows, or better Still, a 
double stock with two 4-inch scooters 
on it. It will take you longer to prepare 
your land, but if you keep at it you 
can do very good work indeed. 
break vour lani with the double stock, 
then drag it down the level with a log 
or plank drag. Let it stand a few days, 
then cross break; apply your fertilizer 
broadcast and drag again. Let this stand 
a week or ten days, then sow your wheat, 
plow in with double stock and drag 
level. If you use a grain drill, run your

WOMEN PARSONS NOT WANTED. 
Decided 


Bishop of Christiana Has 
Views on Question. 
Chrintiania, February 27.—The bishops 
keep up the fight aga:nst the admission 
of women to positions as preachers and 
parsons, contending that according to 
‘the word of God,” they have no busi- 
ness in church. The bishop of Christinia 
said: ‘“‘No woman shall ever occupy 4 
pulpit while I hold office; it would be 
against the Bible, against Christian tra- 
dition, against the Agsburg confession 
and against public policy. 

“The theological faculty, I understand, 
will not allow a woman to occupy the 
post of lecturer at the university either; 
they may teach though, as they always 
did, and may hold office on educational 
boards. 

“Several women have of late heen in- 
stalled as minor judges; the government 
says it is willing to try whether their 
bump of justice is well enough deve:oped 
to distinguish between subjective and 
objective aspects of a case. The minis- 
ter of justice is afraid that women as 
judges will too often follow their ‘indi-

BLL me something about Japa- 
T nese women,’’ requested a studi- 
diously inclined woman of a man 
who has traveled and noticed (to express 
it mildly) the women of the different 
countries in which he has been. 

“This war with the reported Japanese 
victories,’’ she conffmued, not giving him 
time to reply, ‘‘makes me think the wom- 
€n must be greater and more inspirational 
than the world generally imagines them 
to be. Beautiful and picturesque as they 
are portrayed in history, fiction and pic- 
torial art, I confess I cannot but think 
of them as mere ornaments, talking dolls, 
charming play things—indeed, unjust as 
it may seem, I doubt not, but that the 
generally conceived idea of the Japanese 
woman is that of the ‘Geisha gir).

Proper Size for Church. 

Is there a minimum membership for 
‘safety in a church organization, and if so,

Ty expenses of an egverage congregation 
' for the support of its pastor and carrying 
on of its work must be about $2,000, and 
the says that the average church member 
‘spends about $12 a year on his church, 
}Dividing 2,000 by 12 gives 166 as the min- 
imum of safety in church membership. 
‘Of course there are many special cases 
where this reasoning does not apply, but 
ja church that has reached its growth and 
jdoes not pass, or that falls back below, 
'this minimum is iikely to have difficulty 
in meeting its expenses. A young church 
‘of half this membership may be full of 
activity and hope and be sure of its fu- 
ture; and here and there is a church of no 
more than a hundred and fifty members 
that has reached its growth and is yet 
healthy and fruitful, Yet it must be ad- 
mitted that this numDer must be near the 
denger line for the average church, and 
in starting churches it should be consid- 
ered whether they are likely to pass this 
line. 


New Religious Sect.

Cumberland Church Union. 

It begins to be very probable that there 
will be a union of the Cumberland Pres- 
byterian church, the northern Presbyte- 
rian church. The committees of the two 
churches, that have been carrying on the 
negotiations, have just announced 
through the Associated Press the basis 
of union which will be recommended to 
the consideration of the assemblies to 
meet in May next. Possibly we do not 
have in the dispatch the entire document, 
but the points of greatest present impor- 
tance are here given. The following rec- 
ommendations were unanimously adopted 
by the two committees, meeting in St. 
Louis last week: 

We cordially recommend to our respec- 
tive general astemblies that the reunion 
be accomplished upon this basis: 

1. The Presbyterian church in _ the 
United States of Amerf 1, whose general 
assembly met at Los Angeles, Cal., May 
2!, 1903, and the Cumberland Presbyte- 
rian church, whose general assembly met 
at Nashville, Tenn., May 21, 1903, shall 
be united as one church under the name 
and style of the Presbyterian church in 
the United States of America. 

2. The union shall be effected on the 
doctrinal basis of the confession of faith 
of the Presbyterian church in the United 
States of America as revised in 1903, and 
of its other doctrinal and ecclesiastical 
standards and the scriptures of the old 
and new testaments shall be acknowledg- 
ed as the inspired word of God, the only 
infallible rule of faith and practice. 

3. Each of the assemblies shall submit 
the foregoing basis of union to its pres- 
byteries, which shall be required to meet 
on or before April 30, 1905, to express 
their approval or disapproval. fach 
presbytery shall, before May 10, 1905, 
forward to the stated clerk of the assem- 
bly with which it is connected a state- 
ment of its vote on the said basis of 
union, 

4. The report of the vote of the pres- 
byteries shall be submitted by the res- 
pective stated cierks to the general as- 
Semblies meeting in 1905, and if the gen- 
¢ral assemblies shall then find and de- 
clare that the foregoing basis of union 
has been approved by the constitutional 
majority of the presbyteries connected 
with each branch of the church, then the 
same shall be of binding force, and both 
assemblies shall take action accordingly. 
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Congregational Work in Korea. 

The congregational board of foreign mis- 
sions conducts its work in Korea from 
five central stations and three hundred 
and seventy-two out etations. It has 
sixty-eight missionaries there, who care 
for about one hundred congregations, 
seventy-nine schools, five hospitals, and 
about thirty thousand communicants and 
adherents. The station of Syen Chyn is 
within 50 miles of the Yalu river, that 
may be the main acene of hostilities on 
the Iand. Dr. Arthur J. Brown, one of 
the secretaries of the board, received a 
cable dispatch las week to the effect that 
all the Presbyterian missionaries in Korea 
are unmolested. In an interview last 
week Dr. Brown said that ‘‘more than a 
month ago our board took practical] steps 
for the protection of the missionaries. 
We communicated with the state depart- 
1ent in Washington, giving a full list of 
the names, families and location of all 
our miesionaries in Korea and asking 
that such action may be taken as the gov- 
ernment may deem wise and necessary 
for the care of the Americans in Korea. 
We were advised in reply that thé United 
States minister in Korea and the com- 
mander of the United States naval squad- 
ron have been furnished with the lists 
and that they will do everything in their 
power to safeguard the American citi- 
gens in Korea. In addition, we have both 
written and cabled to the missionaries, 
ingtructing them to take such measures 
for the safety of the women and children 
of the missions ag may be deemed pru- 
dent.” Ag the war ig likely to be pro-

fions will be subjected to excitement and 
some danger, but there is not likely to 
be any such danger as attended the 
Poxer insurrection in China, and, if need 
be, the missionaries can be quickly with-

Charles Cuthbe¢t Hall and Professor 
Thomas C. Hall, of Union seminary; 
Protessor John E. McFadyen, of Toronto; 
Rev. A. J. McKelway, editor of The Pres- 
byterilan Standard, and Nolan R. Best, 
associate ‘editor of The Interior. These 
Subjects are timely and the discussion 
of them promises to be able and helpful.

A Congregational Church Union. 

The union of the Congregational 
churches of Boston into one body, Which 
was effected at a meeting in November, 
is a significant movement. It seema that 
it is not an jsolated or sporadic effort, 
but in other cities and sections such 
unions have been effected, or are under 
consideration. [t means a movement away 
from the radical independent or separat- 
ist form of church liife, toward an organ- 
ization which is practically one church. 
The necessity seems to press upon the 
Congtregationalists to reach a denomina- 
tional unity, expressing fellowship, g:ving 
mutual helpfulness, planning and work- 
ing for common ends in a representative 
assembly. This is a natural and neceés- 
sary reaching up into the organic life of 
a Presbyterian church, 


A National Appeal. 

The following appeal has been issued 
from Washington in behalf of the Ameri- 
can Bible Society, signed by eminent 
public men from all sections of the coun- 
try: 

The American Bible Association for 
eighty-eight years has pursued ita*single 
aim of circulating the Bible without note 
or comment in this and all lands, For 
this purpose it hag been concerned in 
securing translations of the ecriptures 
in nearly one hundred Mnguages, It 
sustains a close relation to the Christian 
churches of the United States as the ally 
and helper of their mission work at 
home and abroad, and as such deserves 
and receives their support. But, in ad- 
dition, the effect of its labor has been 
very marked upon our whole civilization. 
To have circulated as it has done, 
seventy-two millions Bibles, te&taments, 
or portions thereof, is to have powerful- 
ly contributed to the moral health of 
the world. The social fabric 0f modern 
states has no surer foundation than the 
Bible, especially in a republic like ours, 
which rests upon the moral character 
and educated judgment of the individual, 

No thoughtful man can doubt that to 
decrease the circulation and use of the 
Bible among the people would seriously 
menace 
humanity. 

Inasmuch as the work of the soclety 
is in danger of being seriously crippled 
from lack of funds, its appeals for aid 
should meet generous response from al] 
who love American institutions. We 
owe a debt to the Bible which can be 
partly paid now by carrying forward 
this great undertaking with increased 
vigor.

A year ago George Cadbury, a man 
who, by manufacturing and selling ‘‘Cad- 
bury’s Cocoa,”’ had built up a great busi- 
ness and acquired large wealth, bought 
out The London Daily News, one of the 
greatest city dailies. Mr. Cadbury de- 
termined to conduct his paper on Chris- 
tian princjples, and announced that no 
more racing tips or news would be pub- 
lished in The Daily News. He was hear- 
tily laughed at, and told by other news- 
paper managers that he would be ruined. 
But he was determined, and the paper 
was published without the racing col- 
umns. A year has elapsed, and what is 
the result? This: The great newspaper 
lost $100,000 in advertisements from the 
racing and gambling people, but ite cir- 
culation, already immense, went up at 
the rate of a thousand a alay, and its 
profits were greatly increased. Christian 
and mora] people gave it their support, 
its size was enlarged, its political influ- 
ence is said to be doubled, and a special 
morning train is run to carry it ¢o the 
midland counties. This success hag led 
to another step. Today there is neither 
an advertisement of liquor nor any pbet- 
ting and race news in the columns of 
The Daily News. Principle pays in more 
ways than one, and the good example 
of the proprietor of that paper will 
doubtless be followed by others on both 
sides of the Atlantic.—The Christian

- urged to “close communion,” First, 
it is contrary to the spirit of the 

Scriptures; and seconély, it fs unreason- 

able on its face. 

The sacrament is a simple service, in- 
stituted by our Lord to perpetuate and 
keep alive in the minds of men His sacri- 
ficial death, so that as often as it is ob- 
served, it shows forth His atoning death 
for the sins of mankind. As the atone- 
ment is the ceftral truth of the Christian 
system, the sacrament, like a finger 
board, ever points to that oné great truth. 
So that it was intended to be religiously 
and sacredly observed by those who be- 
lieve in Him, who trust In that atoning 
death for sin, and who love and obey 
Him. 

That being the case, every believer In 
Christ ‘‘must examine himself, not be ex- 
amined dogmatically by another, or be 
passed upon by any organization, and 
“so must he eat this bread and drink 
this wine.’ No man nor get of men have 
any scriptural right to pass upon the 
qualification of a bellever in Christ, who 
gives forth the evidences of being a Child 
of God, in order to eat the bread and 
drink the wine sacramentally. He is to 
“examin6é himeelf.’’ 

fhe whole spirit of the teachings of 
Jesus Christ and of His opostles is en- 
tirely foreign to the idea that He in- 
tended this sacred ordinance to be locked 
up in the hands of one sect of Christiane, 
and from which all other Christians were 
to be excluded simply because they had 
not been baptized after a particular way. 

We will get at the kernel of this sub- 
ject if we ask who should partake of the 
secrament? One denomination answers— 
only those who are in membership with 
it, who are “of the same faith and or- 
fier.’’ This answer falls far short in 
that it excludes from the Lord's Supper 
numbers of true believera who are out- 
side this one church. The correct answer 
is, all Christians in all the churches, who 
trust in Christ for salvation and who 
love and obey Him—even those in the 
churches who have not yet received the 
assurance of sins forgiven. Why not? 
Should they not partake of the emblems 
of Him whom they so much need to ags- 
sure them they are accepted of Him? 

This may be put down as a safe propo- 
sition: No one denomination has any ex- 
Clusive right to the sacrament. There {is 
no “‘patent right’ upon it which make@ it 
the sole property of any one church, and 
it is a piece of arrogance and religious 
impudence for any ohe denomination to 
set up any such exclusive claim. The 
Lord's supper belongs to all branches of 
the one Christian church, for all true 
believers in Christ have an equal interest 
in it. No one church has any right 
whatsoever to put such _ restrictions 
around it as would exclude from its privi- 
leges bellevers in other churches, their 
equals in faith, in piety and good works, 
as “‘close communion" churches are do- 
ing. No barbed wire fence, of human de- 
vising, must be placed around the Lord's 
table to keep the Lord’s sheep of other 
folds from coming to it, especially when 
itthose sheep are fully the equal of those 
who erect such human barrier around 
that sacred ordinance. 

Jesus Christ intended ‘the sacrament 
should be observed by all His people in 
all ages till He should come again, irre- 
spective of creed or church affiliation, !n- 
dependent of how and where they were 
baptised, even though some of them 
might be regarded by the others as in 
error upon some points of doctrine. All 
who believe in Jesus Christ as the One 
and only Savior of men, and who truly 
love their Lord, cannot be so far wrong 
otherwise as to prevent them from ap- 
proaching the sacrament. 

it is, therefore, a piece of self-conceit 
and presumption for a church to declare 
that because other Christians are not 
immersed by .its ministers and are not 
of ‘‘their faith and order,”’ therefore, they 
cannot take the sacrament. Does any one 
for a moment believe that our Lom 
would indotse and pracfjce any such 
thing if He were now on earth? If 80, 
He must be indeed very credulous. 

But it is said, ‘The sacrament is alone 
for baptised believers.” This might do 
if ‘‘close cOmmunionists” would allow 
others the liberty for themselves, with 
an open Bible, of deciding what baptism 
is, but unfortunately they put their own 
construction: upon baptism and would 
make all others come to their view. And 
here is where the point of controversy 
comes in. 

This rulé might do very well provided 
in defining baptism it igs not so inter- 
preted as to narrow down the qualifica- 
tions of water baptism alone to immer- 
sion, which necessarily would exclugie all 
believers who have been baptised by 
pouring or sprinkling, which fully satis- 
fied them. This is giving an interpreta- 
tion to water baptism which is un- 
scriptural and unreasonable, and which 
disqualifies from taking the sacragnent 
thousands of sincere believers in other 
churches simply because they cannot see 
this baptismal question as “close com- 
munionists”’ do. 

The logic of “close communion” is 
very short, though very faulty, since it is 
based upon a false assumption: 

First, none but baptised believers shal] 
commune. 

Second, immersion alone is baptism. 

Thirdly, therefore, only immersed be- 
lievergs can take the sacrament. 

This reasoning is wrong in theory ged 
faulty in practice. Even “close com- 
munionists’’ do not adhere strictly to 
this formula, for some Methodists have 
been immersed, but they are not allow- 
ed to commune with them. But it ig 
urged that these Methodists were not 
immersed by proper administrators—that 
is, by preachers who had themselves 
been immersed. But this will not do, 
for same members of the Methodist— 
church have come out of “close com- 
munion” churches, where they were im- 
mersed by regularly immersed preachers. 
Moreover, there are some Methodist 
preachers who were once Baptist preach- 
ers, regularly ordained, immersed after 
the most approved style. These Me:.od- 
ist preachers have immersed persons in 
their own church, and all of these are 
excluded from the sacrament in “close 
communion” churches. 

The iogic of ‘“‘close communion” breaks 
down at the very start. After :t is boiled 
down, here it is: It is not that none but 
immersed believers shall communé, as we 


WO very serious objections may be 


have just seen, but It is this—none but 
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members of “close communion” churcheg 
shall commune, which churches are to 
be the sole judges of the qualifications of 
those taking the sacrament; and this 
privilege is accorded to members of the 
“same faith and order,’’ irrespective of 
their mora] character, while those out- 
side of these “close communion”’ 
churches are denied this privilege, with- 
out regard to their soundness of faith, 
their holiness of life, or their zeal in 
good works. Christian charatter plays 
no part In the transaction, Dut it all de- 
pends upon membership m “close com- 
munion’’ churehes, that mlembership to 
be settied as to how you are baptized. 
This, of course, excludes everybody from 
the sacrament, but such ag are connect- 
ed with these churches. ; 

This ‘“‘close commminion™ logte virtually 
declares that that which other churches 
administer as the sacrament is no sacra- 
ment at all, for they neither have the 
right to eat the sacrament nor administer 
it, because they have not. been immersed 
by them. “Close communyonists,’’ there- 
fore, by virtue of their exclusive im- 
meérsion, have a patent right to it, and 
are authorized to fence it around with 
barbed wire rules, in order to keep out 
all sheep of other folds, 

There is a principle at the basis of 
“slose communion’ which strikes at the 
very foundation of all Pedo-Baptist 
churches, and which denies thgir claim to 
be scriptural churches. Because the ad- 
vocatés of this unscriptural and unréa- 
sonable practice do not follow out their 
logic to its legitimate conclusion, by de- 
nying that churches are not scriptural 
churches which do not hold to exciusive 
immers‘on, does not affect the truth of 
the proposition. It only proves that ‘‘close 
communionists’’ are strangely inconsist- 
ent in following a practice in the sacra- 
ment which logically unchurches all oth- 
er denominations, but at the same time 
they practically recognize these other 
churches as being scr/ptural. 

The hidden error in their reasoning 
process lies in the minor premises, viz: 
‘“Imersion aline is baptism.’’ If, that 
premise be true, then the conclusion that 
Ooniy immersed believers should take the 
sacrament would be fair. But then these 
people should follow out their logic, and 
not only exclude other believers from the 
Lord's table, but should also unchurch 
them, and not recognize them as being 
scriptural churches, 

Unfortunately for the “close § cont- 
munionists,’’ this premise is false, if for 
no other reason, that any such proposi- 
tion which unbaptizes and excludes from 
the sacrament thousands of sincere be- 
lievers merely upon the ground of the 
mode of doing a thing, such as water 
baptism, must be wrong. It cannot possi- 
bly be right. 

Any position assumed by one body of 
Christians which leads to a conclusion 
which excludes from the sacrament more 
believers than it includes—believers who 
are the equals in every sense of those 
who do the excluding, in faith and good 
works, in love and holy zeal, and upon 
whose labors the divine blessing has 
Signally rested—such a position must be 
wrong, for such a conclusion cannot 
possibly consist with right-thinking and 
harmonize with the word of God. Herein, 
then, is the glaring fallacy of their 
reasoning. All other Christian denomina- 
tions believe that water baptism (that is, 
water used sacramentally, in the name 
of the trinity, in whatsoever way ad- 
ministered), which is an outward sign 
of an inward work of grace, and a badge 
of discipleship, should be one of the con- 
ditions of taKing the sacrament, where 
there has been me and opportunity to 
be baptised. 

Now al] these are excluded from the 
Lord’s supper by the arbitrary and man- 
made ruie of “‘close communion,’ while 
only a minority of Christians are permit- 
ted to enjoy this gracious privilege. Does 
this seem right? It not only does not 
seem right, but it is not right. And who 
makes this excusive rule Our Lord? Not 
by any means, but men, for unquestion- 
ably it is man-made and not divine, since 
our Lord, if He were in the world, would 
not exclude thesg other churches from 
His own appointed ordinance. 

Let us look at some figures. In _ the 
United States, the latest reports give 
the Baptist church in round numbers 
4,726,000 members, who practice ‘close 
commun:on,”’ while the Methodist, Luth- 
eran, Presbyterian, Episcopal, Reformed 
and Congregationa] churches number 
11,846,000 members. Now, is it possible 
this minority of Christians are right 
upon this vital question, and alone have 
the right to the sacrament, while the 
vast majority are wrong, and have no 
lot nor part :n the sacrament? Yet this 
is the meaning of ‘‘close communion.” 

But thelr logic goes even further than

this, for if these |1,846,000 Christians in 
Pedo-Buptist churches must be excluded 
from the sacrament because of their 
views and practice upon water baptism, 
then have they no right to administer 
the sacramens& for they have no baptism. 
Then have they no ministry, for an un- 
baptized ministry would be a strange 
anomaly, And so they are not scriptural 
churches, but only human societies, hav- 
ing neither baptism, sacraments nor min- 
istry, and perverting the divine ordi- 
nances. Then there is only one church in 
the world—the “close communion” 
church. Where is the flaw in that chain 
of logic? 

Why do not “close communionists’” fol- 
low their logic to its legitimate conclu- 
sion? With one breath they acknowledge 
the scripturalness of other churches and 
then .in the next declare these churches 
have no baptism, neither any right to the 
sacriment, They call upon preachers of 
other denominations to fill their pulpits, 
and ask them as well as the laity, 
to asSist in their meetings, but exclude 
them from eating the bread and drink- 
ing the wine with them. Why draw the 
line at the sacrament? They thus take 4 
position which unfrocks other ministers 
and unchurehes them as Christian 
churches. Let them be consistent with 
themselves—either give up their ‘‘close 
communion’’ dogma and cease to exclude 
other worthy Christians from the Lord's 
table or else follow out their logic to its 
legitimate conclusion, and cease to rec- 
Ognize other bodies of Christiang as true 
branches of the one Christian church 
and let them make exclusive claims to 
be the one Christian church. 

4f preachers of other churches are wor- 
thy to preach and pray in ‘‘closé com- 
munion” churches and our laity are suf- 
ficiently qualified by faith and plety to 
pray and sing in their meetings, then by 
every token are they qualified to take the 
sacrament, independent of their baptism. 
howsoever: administered. If they are fit 
to do the one, then ought they be 
good enough to do the other. 

But it is said, ‘‘it is not so much close 
communion" as it is ‘‘close baptism.’’ 
Be it so, but this only pushes the diffi- 
culty a little farther back, What right 
has any church to make baptism so 
close’’ that it results in “close commun- 
ion?’ for “close baptism’’ and “close 
communion’ are but links in the same 
chain, and are inseparably joined. By 
what sort of reasoning can it be made 
right for any one body of Christians to 
make baptism so narrow that it literally 
excludes from either administering or 
taking the sacrament three-fourths of the 
Lord's people In the United States? 

If it be sa‘d that it is the Lord who 
makes baptism so close, we answer, this 
is not so, for our Lord would never have 
been guilty of the folly of making that 
which is so unmaterial as the mere mode 
of being baptized a prerequisite for tak- 
ing the sacrament. which excludes there- 
from such a vast number, and which un- 
churches them. It is not our Lord's rule 
which excludes this vast army of the 
soldiers of the cross from ths sacrament, 
but the wrong interpretation which men 
have put upon His utterances, 

Here is a sharp issue drawn between 
11,846,000 of the Lord's people on one 
side and 4,725,000 on the other. [t is 
not a mere question of n¥nor doctrine, 
but one which strikes at fundamentals. 
The scripturalness of the church and the 
validity of the ministry are. involved on 
the part of the vast majority. Who is 
most likely to be right? Let our ‘‘close 
cOmmunion’ brethren be put on notice 
that there will be a long and continued 
protest against their exclusive position, 
nor will these millions of believers in 
Christ even consent for a moment for 
the claim of ‘“‘close communionists” to 
go unchallenged. 

There is danger along here, for it lies 
in magnifying immersion out of all pro- 
portions, which, after all, is a mere 
mode by which a thing is to be done. It 
tends tather to make men think more of 
their immersion than moral conduct, and 
tends to cause them to rely more «qpon 
the mode of the thing dove than upon 
Jesus Christ, the only gro@nd of hope. 
It is to magnify the sign and minify the 
thing signified, which latter thing, after 
all, is the c 2 thing importags 

One thought more: If we must be 
baptized only one way, and nothing else 
will suffice, in order to be qualified for 
the sacrament, then why is it not neres- 
sary to take the sacrament in only one 
mode, or way? If it vitiates baptism to 
be administered only by tmmersion, then 
why is not the sacrament nullified if it 
be taken in any other way than the 
way the Lord's disciples took it? Rut 
what church takes the sacrament that 
way? By common consent, it ‘s supposed 
they took it reclining. But now some take 
it sittin, while tohers take it kneeling. 
So that none take ic as the disciples par- 
took of it. 

Let us hear the conclusion of the whole 
matter. He who has forsaken his sins. 
who loves his Lord, and who trusts alone 
in Him ‘for salvation from sin, is privil- 
eged to remember his dying and risen 
Savior in the broken emblems of His 
body and blood, independent of how he 
was baptized, when he was baptized. in 
infancy or manhood, or by whom he was 
baptized. He is ent:tled to this privilege 
irrespective of creed or church affilia- 
tion, for it is the Lord's table, not man’s 
table; and he may take it on his knees.

) Annie Laurie—She Was a Real Per- 
son and Lived in Scotland. 


Nearly everyody who sings has sung or 
certainly has heard that beautiful ballad 
“Annie Laurie’ sung. It is doubly inter- 
esting to any one who has spent a few 
days in the region which the song has 
made immortal, and especially to one who 
has enoyed the hospitality of the Laurie 
family at the Terregles farm, in Max- 
wellton, near Dumfries. Annie Laurie 
was no myth. About two hundred years 
ago Sir Robert Laurie, of Maxwellton, 
on the opposite side of the River Nith 
from Dumfries, Scotland, quaintly wrote 
in his family register these words: ‘At 
the pleasure of the almighty God, my 
daughter, Annie Laurie, was born on 
the |I6th day of December, |1682, about 
6 o'clock in the morning, and was bap- 
tized by Mr. George Hunter, of Glen- 
cairne.’’ Annie’s mother was Jean Rid- 
die, to whom Robert was married “upon 
the 27th day of July, 1674, at the True 
Kirk, Edinburgh, by Mr. Annane,” as 
Was also recorded by her father himself. 
Posterity owes to Mr. V@illiam Douglas, 
of England, in Kirkendbrightshire (who 
wooed, but did not win, the capricious 
Annie), the song of “Bonnie Annie Lau- 
rie,’ wherein he celebrated the beauty 
and transcendant perfection of the maid 
of Maxwellton. 

Poetic justice would have required that 
Annie should have rewarded with her 
hand the poet lover, who was determined 
to make her name immortal; but, as it 
transpired, she preferred another and a 
richer suitor, Mr. Alexander Ferguson, 
of Craigdarroch, and him sae married, 
The William Douglas named is supposed 
to be the original of the song ‘‘Willie 
Was a Wanton Wag,” and :t is related 
of him that, after having been refused 
by Annie Laurie, he married a Miss 
Elizabeth Clerk, of Glenbolg, in Gallo- 
way, by whom he had a family of four 
sons and two daughters. Thus, it is 
while the song oi “Annie Laurie’ lives 
from age to age, the names of all con- 
cerned with the original of it survive in 
the recital of the romantic incidents con- 
nected with its composition. The air of 
“Annie Laurie’ familiar to our ears in 
these days is the composition of Lady 
John Scott, aut..oress of both words ani 
music of many songs which have become 
popular in Seotland. Her maiden name 
was Alicia Anne Spottiswoode. She 
married in 1836 Lord John Douglas 
Scott, a son of the duke of Buccleuch.

MARIE CORELLI’S PERSONALITY — 


It must have begun to dawn upon Miss 
Marie Corelli by this time that perhaps, 
after all, the old plan was best. That 
mystery about her personal appearance 
which the authoress was wont to carry 
even to the length of declining to be 
interviewed or to have .her photograph 
published, and that withering contempt 
for critics, which was so deftly simulated 
evidently accomplished their mission !n 
booming the sales ‘““‘The Master Chris- 
tian,’’ ‘‘Temporal Power’ and the rest 
of the novelist’'g works, but it is doubt- 
ful if what might be called Miss Corelli's 
new “public policy’ has done much in 
this direction. . 

In the days of the authoress’s hermit- 
like existence, her admiring readers were 
mostly in the habit of picturing Marie 
Corelli as a frail, soulful being, with 
thoughts far above the vain adornment of 
the human form—so it came about that 
Miss Corelli's appearance at her libel 
suit the other day ag a short, plump, 
pugnacious little lady in a remarkable big 
hat with drooping ostrich feathers, a 
pale blue silk blouse, and an ornate 
jacket of thick, gray fur, oniy deepened 
the dismay with which her readers heard 
of their divinity’s startling debut before 
the “O. P.’’ Club not long ago, upon 
which occasion she wore a sort of Greek 
gown of white satin, if one remembers 
correctly, and had her golden tresseg ar- 
ranged in truly classical fashion, one long 
curl twining coquettishly about her neck. 

And what can Miss Corelli's reaacrs, 
who have gloried in her restraint under 
attack and her disdain for the press have 
thought of the novelist’s recent squabble 
with the editor of a woman’s paper, be- 
cause he faileq to mention her as among 
the guests at a certain house party? And 
of the unbridled .tone of her many on- 
slaughtgs upon all concerned with the 
scheme to build a public Hbrary on the 
site next to that of Shakespeare's birth- 
place—the result of which was to bring 
her into court. Finally, it is doubtful 
if the demand for the authoress’s next 
book will be stimulated to any great ex- 
tent by the not wholly {nspiring figure 
which she made tin the Bitmingham 
Assizes, or by the fact that her action 
for libel resulted in a victory for her of 
one farthing’s damages—she paying her 
own costs. 

It may be recalled that Miss Corelll 
brought this action because, after she 
had lampooned Mr. Carnegie, George 
Flower, Sidney Lee, and all others con- 
nected with the project to replace the 
t@o tumble-down cottages next to Shakes- 
peare’s birthplace with a free library, 
a newspaper’in Stratford had published 
a mildly worded article asserting that 
the novelist’s ire arose—not entirely from 
a sense of a desecration’s being cvum- 
mitted—-but from the fact that she had 
been wanting to build a library herself! 
And, as a matter of fact, in court, the 
merchant named Winter, who had in- 
spired the newspaper article, testified on 
oath that Miss Corelli had requested him 
to ascertain the price of the land on 
which the cottages stood, before it was 
purchased by Mr. Flower. The novelist, 
however, asserted that she wanted the

But a little slip got her into 
trouble almost immediately. She had ad- 

itted knowing that, had not Mr. Car- 
negie bought the Henley street cottages, 
they would have been modernized and 
turned into a tea and boot shop, re- 
spectively. 

“But would not a tea shop and a boot 
shop,’ asked the opposing counsel, “‘have 
been more a desecration of naga street 
than a free library would ha¥e been?’ 

“No, I don’t think so,’’ said Miss Corel- 
4. ‘Boot shops and tea shops may have 
been in Shakespeare’s time, but not a 
Carnegie public library.’’ 

“Do you know when tea was first co@- 
monly drunk in this country?’ asked the 
lawyer. 

“Somewhere about the reign of Queen 
Anne, I think,”’ replied the novelist. 

“That was some time after Shake- 
speare, however,” remarked her cross- 
examiner dryly, and the court laughed. 

A few minutes afterwards Miss Corelli 
was asked if she had said she would be 
aslfamed to see such fiction as her own 
anywhere near the works of Shakespeare, 
“IT didasay it,’’ she replied, ‘‘and I would 
be. ashamed.”’ 

There was much amusement in the 
court when reference was made to the 
terms in which the authoress had re- 
ferred to Messrs. Carnegie, Flower, et al., 
apropos of the ‘‘desecration’’ of the 
Shakespeare neighborhood. 

“T complain,” the writer had said, ‘‘that 
my motives were made to seem base and 
petty when I had no such intention.’’ 

“But you,” observed the lawyer, “have 
used some strong language at one time 
or another.’’ 

“No, not unduly strong.” 

So Miss Corelli's famous article, ‘‘The 
Body Snatchers,’ was read, the attorney 
laying special emphasis on this passage: 
‘‘a tribe of persons has sprung up who 
combine in themselves the two criminal 
lusts, body-snatching and  soul-killing, 
their main object to obtain temporary 
notoriety by fair means or foul.” 

“Now, you know,” said the opposition 
lawyer, ‘‘these are hardish knocks.”’ 

“They were deserved,’ maintained the 
writer, and there was more laughter. 

Miss Corelli stood all through her ex- 
amination, occasionally taking a sip of 
water from a glass at hér side. 

It is worth while to recall the details 
of the life which Marie Corelli had with 
the ‘“gentlewoman’s” editor because it 
conveys such an excellent idea of how 
much there really is in the authoress’ 
oft-expressei horror of ‘“‘publicity.’” The 
house party of which the authoress was 
a member was a mightily swell one, and 
when this society journal appeared with 
a complete Hst of the guests—with the 
exception of Miss Corelli—that lady was 
furious, and she sent a letter to the base 
editorial creature demanding why. This 
letter the newspaper man Was unkind 
énough to publish in full, observing that 
his newspaper had refrained from men- 
tioning Miss Corelli's name owing to her 
expressed distaste for that sort of thing. 
He added, however, that readers would 
be able to assure themselves how deeply 
that distaste on the-.part of the novelist 
was seated. 

Then -however, the authoress was mad- 
der than ever. In a fiery second letter 
she declared that her first had been 
marked ‘‘private’’ and that by publishing 
it the editor had committed a positive 
outrage. And really there seemed to be 
something in that. But the editor was 
equal to the occasion. He rejoined that 
as the lack of publicity given her was the 
exact thing of which the lady originally 
had complained, he merely had thought 
it proper, after her rebuke, to withhold 
ho detail of the matter from his readers.

Baron Von Hutten. 

The Baroness von Hutten, whose de- 
lightful book, “Our Lady of the 
Beeches,”” met with such success a year 
ago, has just published a new novel, en- 
titled ‘‘Violett.'’’ This interesting author 
Is an American and the niece of a for- 
mer president of the Pennsylvania ralil- 
road. She was born, in one of the minor 
Pennsylvania cities, so late as the seven- 
ties.

The house has a 
real rocco garden, with a maze, a pleas- 
ance, etc. The baroness visited America 
last winter and was much entertained in 
New York, Boston and Philadelphia. Her 
new story of a lonely boy artist is de- 
scribed as ‘‘a study of the heart.”

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BIRDSEYE VIEW OF ST. LOUIS EXPOSITION GROUNDS 
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N the accompanying view of the 

world’s fair almost the entire exposi- 

tion area is shown. The grounds are 
9,500 fect long and 6,000 feet from north 
to south. The view shown herewith is 
fvom a point above the northeast corner 
of the grounds. What is called the 
“main picture’ of the exposition oceu- 
pies the northeastern section. 

Following the picture from the south- 
eestern gate, at the upper left-hand side 
of the picture, around the northeastern 
fronts of the several great buildings to 
the western limits, the distance is neariy 
two and three-quarters miles. 

The Principal Buildings. 

The four great buildings most proml- 
pent in the picture and nearest the ob- 
server, beginning with the liberal arts on 
the jeft and taking the palaces of manu- 
factures, varied industries and transpor- 
tation. have frontage of 300 feet more 
than a mile. The government building 
and the government fisheries building are 
seen in the left of the picture with state 
buildings and the great Inside inn beyond 
tf The two large. buildings nearest 
tiie government building are the palaces 
of liberal arts and mines and mctallurgy. 
The broad space which divides fhe main 
group into two parts is known Aas the 
Plaza. St. Louis. The prominent feature 
of this piace Is the Joulsiana Purchase 
monument, which stands near the north 
eng of the Grand Basin. The surrouna- 
ings of this plaza form the ‘central pic- 
ture’ of the exposition. 

Behind the festival hall are seen the 
four great buildings, representing an ex- 
penditure of over $1,000,000, devoted to 
the displays of fine arts. They contain 
a total of one hundred and thirty-five gal- 
leries. and the exhibits wil] constitute the 
largest art display ever shown 

The Model City. 

Between the main entrance to the ex- 
position and the great manufactures 
building, which will be one of the most 
attractive and widely visited buildings 
on the grounds, is located the Model City 
section. On the principal street and 
gerving as an entrance through which 
the crowds will pour into and out of the 
Model City is a reproduction of the new 
Atlanta railroad station. 

The work of laying out the Model 
Street, along which the buildings will 
be erected, has been 
enginecring department. The installation 
of the utilities comprising sanitary sew- 
ers, storm sewers, gas pipes, domestic 
and fire service water pipes, electric con- 
duits, etc., is now under way. 

The plan of the exhibit has a double 
character: First, to create a practical, 
suggestive exhibit of street equipment 
and city arrangement, in which every 
feature is to be planned with reference 
to ite relation to the community, its fit- 
ness and its beauty. 

Second, a comparative exhibit by munf- 
cipalittes, In which the twenty-five lead- 
ing cities of the United States have been 
invited to participate, by the contribu. 
tion of exhibits illustrating some particu- 
lar phase of thelr municipa: development. 

The object is to illustrate ‘he highest 
ideals that have been realize7 | \g par- 
tioular lines by the most ad Wited cities 
in the world. For example, the paving 
will represent the modern, improved ma- 
terlal used in good street making: one 
section will be made of asphalt, another 
of vitrified bricks, another of wooden 
blocks, treated by the latest preserving 
processes, etc. Several methods of curb- 
ing will be used. 


Atlanta’s New Depot. 

A considerable number of buildings al- 
reafiy have been located. Close to either 
end of the street are two restaurants, 
each occupying a space of 128 by 1/2 
feet, which are to be conducted on high- 
class lines. The hospital, day nursery, 
model library building, model schoo] to 
be erected by the Missour! commission, 
municipal museum to be erected by 8st. 
Paul and Minneapolis, casino by Kansas 
City, park shelter py Boston, similar 
bufidings by Buffalo and San Francisco, 
and the modei railroad station to be erect- 
ed by the city of Atlanta, all hold places 
on the street. 

The visitor entering at the main cates, 

or deecending from the intramural rail- 
Mee passes through the railway station, 
which is the official entrance to the 
street. This depot is being built by the 
ity of Atlanta, Ga. It is a modifica- 
tion of the new $!,000,000 passenger sta- 
tion now Seing built in the metropolis of 
the southeast. This structure is neither a 
miniature nor an exact reproduction of 
the Atianta depot. It does, however, re- 
produce the most etriking features of the 
original, and is strongly reminiscent of it 
in composition and detail. 

Passing through the station, the visitor 
sees a spacious equore, large enough to pro- 
vide for the traffic which always accum- 
wlates at such a point, while beyond will 
be the town hall, the central and most 
monumental building in the composition. 

From the square the main street of the 
exhibit runs off to the right and left, 
following a gentie curve to conform with 
the contour of the exposition buildings. 
Ali buildings, including those to be erect- 
é4 by the several cities of America, will 
be located along this thoroughfare. An

Suspeided from 
the roof, midway between the two posts, 
is an horizonta}] bar. Ate both ends of 
this bar, protruding at right angles to a 
distance of a foot and a half, are two 
other bars, ending in sharp points like 
needles. By a system of weights and 
balances this bar is so w@rked that when 
the needle point is placed against the 
model attached to one part, the other 
needle point at the far end of the bar 
will register on the enlargement a sim- 
ilar spot. 


Dimensions of Statue. 


So rapidly has Signor Moretti worked 
at his statue that the Vulean has been 
built from his feet to his waist line In 
a few days, and the head and torso have 
only to be completed. From the feet to 
the waist line it stands 29 feet hien and 
the space between the feet is wide 
enough to permit the passage of a horse 
and carriage. The feet are 6 feet long, 
2% feet in diameter, and the big toe 
nail is the size of a dinner plate. The 
face is 7% feet in length, the neck 8% 
feet through, and the arms, one out- 
stretched and holding alofy the symbol 
of his power—a flaming torch—are 10 
feet long.

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RUSSIAN MILITARY BASE IN FAR EAST DURING WAR } 


Alexieff Has Headquarters at Harbin and Will Keep “Close Communion” Between That Point and St. Petersburg. | 
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NTEREST now centers in Harbin 
(Kharbin), the military base of the 

Russians in Manchuria, during the 
present great conflict between the Mus- 
covite government and Japan. It is here 
that Viceroy Alexieff and General Kuro- 
patkin are mobilizing the czar’s troops 
The viceroy is now on the ground super- 
intending the work, and here thousands 
of Russian troops and mun;:tions of war 
are arriving daily. 

Harbin is as much of a Russian city as 
if it were located in the heart of Russia 
instead of where it is, in the heart of 
Manchuria. It is an ideal military base 
and here all the great armies of the czar 
which participate in the present war in 
the Far East will be prepared for the 
field. 

In the building of such cities as Viad- 
fvostock, Dalny and Port Arthur, .Russia 
has demonstrated her power and purpose 
on the Pacific m line with the world’s 
conception of her character; but in the 
construction of this wonderful city «of 
Harbin she is displaying an altogether 
different type of activity from what we 
are prone to attribute to her. 


Location of Harbin. 

The city is located on the Sungari 
river, at the point where the Manchurian 
branch of the S.berian railway. crosses 
the stream and where the Chinese east- 
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View of Business Buildings in Harbin. 
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ern branch starts south to Dalny and 
Port Arthur. It is about 350 miles west 
of Viadivostock and 600 miles north of 
Port Arthur. Its location is the geo- 
graphical center of Manchuria, and from 
present prospects it is to become the com- 
mereial center as well. The city is sur- 
rounded on all sides for hundreds of 
miles with a rich and productive agricul- 
tural country, producing corn, wheat, 
oats, barley, beans, millet, hemp, to- 
bacco, vegetables, and some fruits. Min- 
erals and t:mber and great areas of graz- 
ing lands also surround it. 

At present the place consists of the old 
town, 3 miles from the central depot; 
Prestin, or the river town, the present 
commercial center; and the administra- 
tion town, in close proximity to the rail- 
fay system. Before the railway en- 
gineers established this as their head- 
quarters there was no native town .n 
this vicinitv, and the entire place is there- 
fore a Russian product. 

It is as distinctly a Russian city as 
though it were located in the heart of 
Russia, and none but Russians and Chi- 
nese are permitted to own ‘land, con- 
struct buildings, or engage in any per- 
manent enterprise. The city has -bee 
created by the Russian government, 
der the management of the Manch 
Railway Company. The land forfmany 
miles in each direction has bee 
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s0 as to make it impossible for any for- 
eign influence to secure a profit or foot- 
hold close to the city, and foreigners are 
not recognized as having any rights 
whatever, but are permitted there by suf- 
ferance. The chief railway engineer is 
the administrator of the city, and up to 
the present time has had complete con- 
tro] of everything, but in the new scheme 
for the government of Manchuria some 
form of municipal organization will be 
permanently established. 


Population of the City. 


In 1900 the place began to assume im- 
portance as a center of railway manage- 
ment, and in !I901 the population had 
grown to 12,000 Russians: in 1902, to 20,- 
000; by May, 4903, to 44,000; and in Oc- 
tober, 1903; a census showed a popula- 
tion of 60, , exclusive of soldiers. Of 
these 400 are Japanese ard 300 of all 
other nationalities, includfng Germans, 
Austrians, Greeks and Turks. All the 
rest are RuSsians. There are no Ameri- 
cans, f 

The railway and administration em- 
ployees, including families, constitute |1,- 
000 of the population. The Chinese pop- 
ulation is about 40,000, located in a spe- 
cial settlement.

Its Transportation Facilities. 

The Sungari river is navigable with 
light draft steamers and native craft for 
nearly 200 miles abeye the city, up both

Public House Trust Sells 
Food Instead of Intox- 
icants and Public is 
Well Pleased. 


ONDON, February !13.—For a con- 
siderable time there has béen lit- 
tle question about the success Of 
the so-called “‘Public House Trus the 
organization formed by distinguished no- 
blemen, bishops and others, with the ob- 
ject of reforming as far as possible the 
saloons or ‘“‘pubs” of this country, but 


the best evidence of the confidence with | 


which’ the support they have received 
has inspired its members is the fact that 
they at last have started business in Lon- 
den itself. The newly opened ‘Water- 
man's Arms’ in Southwark, which was 
photographed spectally for this article, 
is the first of a series of ‘‘public houses’’ 
that the society expects to establish in 
the metropolis—-the stronghold of the big 
retail liquor kings, who, of course, are 
the bitterest opponents of the reform 
movement—or the same lines as those 
which have .been so successful in all 
parts of the United Kingdom. 


Where Idea Originated. 

It may be remembered that the idea 
of the model saloon originated in the 
mind of a country clergyman about two 
years ago and the present Central Pub- 
lic House Trust is the result of his ef- 
forts to get men of means interested in 
his scheme. Now the society numbers 
emong its active members the dukes of 
Devonshire and Norfolk, Lord Rosebery, 
Karl Gray, who ig the head of the branch 
operating in London, and the bishops of 
Canterbury and York.

Chinese Kept Poor Faith. 

The Chinese, although claiming to have 
no méans of controlling the Tibetans, be- 
fore the war, interfered an sent a com- 
mission to Dar Jeelinf to arrange terms 
of peace, and the treaty of !899 was the 
outcome of this conference. 

Three years later the British and Chi- 
nese commissioners met and drew up a 
set of regulations to further facilitate the 
working of the new treaty, and the con- 
ditions of this treaty have since been 
treated as a dead letter by Chinese and 
Tibetans alike, the boundary pillars 
erected under it have been overthrown 
and removed and no redress has been 
obtained by Great Britain either. from 
Pekin or Larsa. 


British Take the. Field. 

Finding the suzerainty of China did not 
extend to enforcing treaty obligations 
on the government of Larsa a peaceful 
mission was dispatched to Khamba-Jong 
by Great Britain, to negotiate with the 
Larsa authorities direct, the Chinese vol- 
unteering to send a commissioner on their 
part to ald in the discussion. Neither 
Tibetan nor Chinese commissioners ever 
appeared, and to make matters worse, 
underlings of inferlor ranks were sent 
to meet the British envoy. 

Therefore, the Indian government de- 
cided to send another envoy with a mil- 
itary escort sufficiently strong to over- 
come any resistance, with instructions to 
push into the country until his advance 
brought the Larsga to {ts senses, then to 
dictate the terms of the British govern- 
ment and enforce compliance therewith. 


Nations Are in Ugly Mood. 

Colonej MeDonalid, who returned tn 
Guatong January 1!6, on account of fuel 
difficulties, sajd he had. heard from the 
natives in the Chuwbi valley that the 
Dalia Lama had ordered that no obsta- 
cles were to be put in the way of the 
advance of the mission.

Their mis- 
sion is supposed to be one of peace, and 
for the purpose of arranging commercial 
treaties with the Dalai Lama, but the 
world, more particularly that part of it 
which has kept itself informed on events 
in the ‘“‘Hidden Country,’’ would not be 
surprised to hear that a bloody battle 
has been fought in the mountain recesses 
of that strange land any day. 

The British expedition started into 
Tibet in 1903 and some of the difficulties 
of the windertaking may be imagined 
when it is ssid that the British troops 
are still on the trail, The last reports 
reaching the outside world from behind 
the frowning stone walls of Tibet were 
to the effect that armed natives were 
preparing to resist the advance of the 
bold invaders. 

Tibetans Despise British. 

The ‘Tibetans are exclusive to a re- 
markabie degree. They want no foreign 
traders or residents in their countrys, 
and so far they have kept out foreigners 
as has no other country in the world. 
aM bet is more than 1,000 miles in length 
from east to west and about 900 miles 
In breadth from north to south. Its 

oundaries are conterminuous in three 
, different directions with British India, 
wcounting the states of Kashmir and Sit- 
kim as British indian territory. 

The frontiers meet in the east, where 
the Brahma-Putia breaks out of the 
} mountains between narrow valleys, of 
} which the wild inhabitants still preserve 
ithe mystery. They meet again in the
